From the Circumſtance laſt mentioned, another Rea-

Another Argument in Favour of this Medicine may 
be deduced from the Bills of Mortality, which are pub- 
liſhed every Year at, or about Chriſtmas, in moſt of the 


News-Papers. That the Public may ſee, and judge of 


the Weight of this Argument, I have ſubjoined an Ac- 
count of the reſpective Numbers of Perſons who have 
died within the Bills of Mortality for the laſt forty-five 


Years. 
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The impartial Reader will undoubtedly have ſome 
Satisfaction in obſerving, that ſince the Year 1750, 
about which Time the Powder began to be in Reputa- 
tion, till the End of the Year 1763, fewer have died, 
upon an Average, than in any preceding thirteen Years, 


during the laſt forty-five Years ; though the Increaſe 
of Inhabitants has, in that Time, been very conſider- 


able, and though the Sea'ons have not been re- 
markably healthy. I am ſenſible that one or more po- 


litical Arithmeticians have, ſrom the Decreaſe of Burials, 


concluded, that the Number of Inhabitants were dimi- 
| niſhed. 
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niſhed. But T believe the Books of the Surveyors of 
Windows will readily demonſtrate the contrary: For 
the Number of Inhabitants in a great and populous Ci- 
ty, will always bear ſome Proportion to that of the 
Windows. In the Vears 1762 and 1763 the Numbers 
of Burials roſe very high; but not to ſo many by Thou- 
ſands as they had done ſeveral Vears ſince 1738. In 
the Year 1762, the epidemical Diſtemper commonly 
known by the Name of the [nfiuexzza, which began 
early in the Spring, carried off more People than any 
popular Diſeaſe which has been known for many Years 
paſt; And the ſubſequent hard Winter deſtroyed Mul - 
titudes of aged and weak People,. Children,. and thoſe 
whom the preceding epidemical Diſtemper had wound- 
cd, and left unable to ſtruggle with the Seaſon, 'The 
Froſt ſet in on Chri#mas-Eve,, and, conſequently, the 
Burials it added to the Bills of Mortality happened 
principally in 1763. It is ſcarcely neceſſary to mention, 
that, during the laſt Year, great Numbers arrived in 
Lenaon, from the Army and Navy, in no likely Con- 
dition to ſurvive the Year. 15 

But ſome other Circumſtances, not to be paſſed over 
in Silence, have happened, which readily account for 
the Mortality of the two preceding Years. For, about 
the latter End of 1761, many Chymiſts in London began 
to counterfeit the Fever Powder, and recommend their 
Adulterations as equally effectual, with ail the Confi- 
dence that might be expected from Avarice and Kna- 
very. And, no doubt, many have periſhed by this in- 
famous Deluſion. 

About the ſame Era great Numbers of thoſe whoſe 
Employment 1s to attend the Sick, cunningly exhi- 
bited to their Patients ſomething, which they aſſerted 
was like the Fever Peawvder, and wweuld do as well. I leave 
it to the Relations ot thoſe who took this Semerhing, to 
judge of the Conſequence; for 1 ſuppoſe few, or none 
of them who were thus treated, ſurvive, My ovn 
Judgment | have formed from upwards of a hundred 
Caſes I have collected, in which this S:m/;/zude has been 
ws in almoſt all of which the Patient has died. F 
hall, on this Occaſion, make but one Remark. It is, 
that ſuppoſe the Practitioners of Phyſie in general were 
to take a Pique, whimfically, againſt the Bark, and

FE _. give, inſtead of it, ſomething they fancied might do as 
well, or might poſſibly come near it in Efficacy; no 
doubt the Patient would be extremely obliged to them for 
this kind Concern and exuberant Care; but, without 
Diſpute, the Bills of Mortality would| be increaſed by 
many Thouſands, or in Proportion to the Univerſality of 
this Practice. Hippocrates eſtablithes it as a Maxim, 
that Experiments are precarious, And I have never 
yet heard a good Reaſon aſſigned for their being made 
without Neceſſity, | 

Upon this Occaſion give me leave to relate the follow- 
ing Hiſtory, which I have from undoubted Authority. 
A Nobleman of great Diſtinction not far from Edin- 
burgh, aſked a late Phyſician of the greateſt Eminence, 

? why he did not, in his Practice, make uſe of James's 

XZ Powder? He anſwered, that he could give his Lordſhip 

a ſatisfactory Reaſon for not doing it; for he had often 

tried it, but without the leaſt Succeſs. Upon this my 

Lord expreſſed much ſurprize, and told him it was very 

| extraordinary, that his Lady, who could not be ſuppoſed 

[ to poſſeſs any medicinal Knowledge, had a Catalogue of 

i many Hundreds that ihe had cured with that Medicine, 

without once failing. He added, that he could not, 
ſurely, have the Powder genuine; and aſked whence he 

6 procured it? The Doctor anſwered, that he made 1t him- 

ſelf, from a Copy of the Specification, taken out of the 

Patent-Office by Lord Ley, who communicated it to him. 
Upon this my Lord told him, he could no longer be ſur- 
priſed at his Want of Succeſs. | 3 

It is certain, however, that notwithſtanding all theſe 
Diſadvantages, ſixty-two thouſand, two hundred, fixty- 
fix People more died, from the Year 1738 to 1750, 
including a Series of thirteen Years, than have died 
in the ſubſequent thirteen Years to 1763. 

It may now be neceſſary to communicate to the 
Public a few Cautions : One is, that either the Pa- 
tient who takes the Fever Powder, or the Relations or 
Friends, ſee the Seal of them broke up, and the Paper 
opened; that in ſo important a Concern as Life all 
Manner of Collufion may be prevented. For however 
injurious it may be for a Patient to be cozened out of 
his Life, yet ſome Juſtice is due to the Fever Powder, 

to the Inventor, and to Mr, Newbery, as concerned, bo 2 
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with reſpe& to Character and Intereſt, in its Reputation; 
which has not unfrequently ſuffered very innocently, 
on Account of the Inefficacy, or pernicious Tendencies, 
of the Counterfeits and Succedanea above mentioned, 
Another Caution would ſeem ſuperfluous if daily Ex- 
erience did not evince the Nectſſity of it; for Veniex?t 
occurrite Morbo (oppoſe a recent Piſtemper) is as come 
mon and as ſenſible a Maxim as Prudence ever eſtabliſned 
in the World. It is therefore moſt adviſable, to adm iniſter 
the Powder as directed in the printed Papers ſealed up 
with them, on the very firſt Attack of a Fever, before 
the Patient's Conſtitution and Purſe are exhauſted, and 
fuch Ravages made in the Habit as are not retrievable 
without the utmoſt Hazard, and the frequent Repetition. 
of the Powder; a very few Doſes of which would, at firit, 
have been ſufiictent for the Reſtoration of Health. In. 
this, at leaf, the Inventor's Diſintereſtedneſs, and his 
Attention to the Good of the Public cannot be contro- 
verted ; for if this Advice 1s purſued, all the Advan- 
tage he could propoſe, would be what might ariſe from 


the Sale of one Parcel of Powder ; whereas, if the Ad- 
miniſtration is deferred till the Progreſs of the Fever has 


rendered it more obſtinate, fix or eight Times the Quan- 
tity might be neceſſary, and in Conſequence his Profits 
would be advanced in Proportion. 

Let this not be underſtood to diſcourage the Exhibi- 
tion of the Powder, even in the very laſt and worſt 
Stage of a Fever; for a thouſand Inſtances might be 
collected of its Efficacy even in this State, when the 
Family and Relations have accuſed themſelves, and diſ- 
treſſed their Minds, on Account of their imprudent Pro- 
craitination. One Inſtance of which muſt not be omitted, 


becauſe it was attended with ſome uncommon Circums - 


ſtances. 


On or about edne/aay, Nowember 4, 1761, Mr. Heavell, 


in Half-Moon-Street, Piccadilly, was taken ill. He went, 
however, about the Houle till Sunday, November 8, when 
he roſe about Noon, came down Stairs, ſaid he was per- 


fectly well, and inſiſted on eating a Meal of roaſted - 
Beet. He did eat ſome, but in a little Lime brought it 


up again, His Family ſoon perceived he was delirious, 


and, as ſoon as was poſſible, perſuaded him to go to Bed. 


On Monday, November , Dr. Addington was conſult- 
ed. What he did is not known, but it is to be ſuppoſed 
that 
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that « every Thing was conducted right. He was not, 
however, blooded till many Days after. Dr. Addington 
continued his Viſits every Day this Week, at almoſt 
every one of which he examined his Neck and Breaſt, 
expecting, I ſuppoſe, Miliary Eruptions, 

On Saturday, November 14, Dr. Taylor was called 
for, who approved of every Thing that had been done; 
and, as I am informed, made no Alteration in the Me- 
thod or Medicines. The Patient had in general been 
very delirious all the preceding Week, and had never 
once cloſed his Eyes. At this 'Time both Dr: Addington 
and Dr. Taylor were of Opinion that the Caſe was deſ- 
perate, and very humanely ſignified their Sentiments to 
Mrs. Hewett, his Wife, with great Tenderneſs. 

On Sunday the 15th all Circumſtances were worſe, 
and the ſame Prog noſtics were repeated. 

This Evening Mr. Collyer, a Gentleman whoſe Word 
I know I can rely on, happened to paſs an Evening at 
Mr. Howel/'s Houſe, with fome Perſons of Quality; for 
Mr. Howell keeps a Tavern in 11alf-17oon-Street, the 
Corner of Curxon- Street. Mr, Collyer has, perhaps, 
in the Courſe of five or ſix Years, taken not leſs 
than ſome hundred Doſes of the Fever Powder, and. 
has, by that Means, been brought from the moſt va- 
letudinary State, to one of great Health and Vigour, 
This Gentleman, though a Stranger to the Family, 
being appriſed of their Diſtreſs, deſired, very humane- 
ly, to ſee Mr. Hoxuell. His. requeſt was granted; and, 
upon ſeeing the apparently expiring Patient, he repre- 
ſented to his Wite and Friends, that he had ſome- 
times known People, in as bad a State as Mr. Heau- 
ell, recover upon taking the Powder. He added, that. 
he ſhould be glad to have Dr. James viſit him; but. 
F was certain if he knew the Cale was ſo deſperate. he 
would, on. no Account, expoſe himſelf to the Cen- 
N ſure of the Phyſicians avbo had before attended, in Caſe 
| of the Patient's Death, which was ſo likely to happen 
in a very few Hours: But if the Family would con- 
fent, he would himſelf give the Patient the Powder. 
They aſſented, and Mr. Colljer, upon the Principles of 
the good. Samaritan, and without the leaſt Pretence to- 
any medicinal Knowledge, except what his own Expe- 
rence upon himſelf. had. furniſhed him _ gave Mr. 


(** | 
Howell ten Grains, or half a Paper of the Powder, at 
ten O'Clock. The Conſequence of this was, that he 
had ſome very quiet Sleep, a Thing he had been a 
Stranger to for eight Days, or more. He awaked ſick, 
vomited and purged confiderably. But, upon his ap- 
pearing relieved, Mr. Co/lyer, at Two in the Morning, 
gave him twenty Grains, or a whole Paper of the Pow- 
der. Upon this he purged and vomited a good deal, 
flept much and compoſedly betwixt every Effort to vo- 
mit or purge, and ſoon after recovered his Senſes, with- 
out the leaſt Appearance of being reduced or weakened 
by the Operation. No troubleſome Symptoms remzein= 
ed, but a violent Cough, which had attended him from 
the Beginning. | Thus 

Thus far I relate upon the unqueſtionable and uncon- 
trouled Authority of Mr. Collyer, Mrs. Hoxwe!l, and two 
Gentlewomen, who almoſt conſtantly attended him. But 
on Menday, November 16, Mr. Collzer came to me 
betwixt Seven and Eight in the Morning, related the 
Caſe, and aſked me to viſit Mr. Hoavell, putting it on 
the Footing of a Favour done to himſelf; but by no 
Means intending I ſhould do it Gratis, for the Family 
Paid me to my Satisfaction, | 

I complied, and found him without Fever and with- 
out Delirium, except that ſometimes he made ſome little 
Miſtakes, ſuch as are not unuſual when a Perſon in 
Health juſt awakes from a ſound Sleep. As the Med1- 
Cine had been of ſo much Service, it was continued for 
that Day, and the ſucceeding Night; but in ſmaller 
Doſes. 'The Purging continued. On Tagſday, Novem- 
ber 17, he appeared totally free from Diſtemper, and 
that Day eat for Dinner all the white Part of a Chicken, 
Weeneſday, Nowember 18, he was better, and continued 
maniteitly merding every Day till Tuz/day, Nowember 
23, when hewas ſtrong enough to walk about the Room 
without Aſſiſtance. | 

As the Event of this Caſe was taken much Notice 
of ſoon after it happened; and as it was denied that 
the Patient was ſo very dangerouſly ill, or that his Phy- 
ficians deſpaired of his Recovery, in order to eſtabliſh 
and ratity every Circumſtance here related, twelve Gen- 
tlemen of Faſhion, Honour, and Candour, many of them 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, were prevailed 
upon to dine together at Mr. Howel!'s ; and after Din- 
L ner 
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ner Mrs Hoawell, and a Gentlewoman who was with her 


' 


during the greateſt Part of the Time of her Huſband's 
| Hlneſs, were introduced to the Company, and they both 


confirmed every Circumſtance above related. 

A third Caution is not unneceſſary, becauſe many 
have periſhed for Want of it. It is, that when the Fe- 

ver Powder is given, no other Medicine ſhould be taken, 

either with it, or d' ring the Courſe of it, ſuch only 

excepted as are adviſed in the printed Directions: For 


xt may be depended upon, that in the State of Credit 


in which it has at preſent the Honour of ſtanding, 
_ amongſt Numbers of the medicinal Worthies, nothing is 
meant by any Addition, but to counter-a& or diſcredit 
the Powder at the Expence of the Patient's Life; to whom 
it is not material whether he loſes it by Ignorance, Miſ- 
take, or Deſign: And for this Aſſertion ſome ungontro- 
vertible Reaſons may be aftipgned, For Example, it is 
'uſval for them to ſay, that they are acquunted with the 
Preparation of the Medicine; or that they cannot uſe a 
Medicine thev do not know, juſt as either favours the 
preſent Intention and Purpoſe. Now let us ſuppoſe they 
do not know it, which is very true, by what Conjura- 
tion, Magic, or Inſpiration, are they taught a Method 
of improving, by adding ſomething to a. Medicine of 
which they are ſo totally ignorant, that they chuſe to 
fuffer their beſt Friends to periſh rather than employ it, 
with a moral Certainty of ſaving them. But ſuppoſing 
them perfectly well ſkilled in the Preparation and Uſes 
of it, their Behaviour is, for that very Reaſon, abun- 
. dantly more infamous. For the ſame Knowledge would 
inform them, that nothing can be added to it that will, 
in any Degree, increaſe its Virtues; or rather, that no 
Addition can be made to it that will not diminiſh them. 
Beſides, upon this laſt Suppoſition, what reſtrains them 
from curing their Patients in a few Hours, or Days, at 
ſo ſmall an Expence as Half a Crown. | 

At all Events, there is ſomething very Myſterious and 
Artful in theſe Pretences of Addition; for on theſe Oc- 
cafions it is to be performed at their Shops, and fur- 
niſhes an Opportunity of ſubſtituting ſomething of infe- 
rior Efficacy, and which holds a more intimate Correſ- 

ondence with their lucrative Intentions, 

But to finiſh this Subject: the Inventor would think 

Eimſelf happy if he could fix a Criterion, by which 


the. . 
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the Public might judge, with ſome Degree of Certain« 
ty, whether the Fever Powder is really given or not; 
and he thinks it admits of no Difficulty, If, then, in 
a recent Fever, the Patient recovers totally, in twelve 
or twenty-four Hours, or double that "Time, or at leaſt 
becomes remarkably better, upon taking a few Dol s, 
purſuant to the printed I: ſtruEtions, there is Reaſon to 
believe the Fever Powder has been given. But if the 
troubleſome Symptoms remain, or increaſe, after two or 
three Repetitions of the ſuppoſed Powder, it may be 
depended upon, that either ſome ineffectual Subſtitute 
has been adminiſtered, or ſome Addition has been made 
to counter- act its Powers. Not but Occaſions may ſome- 
times occur of employing, advantageouſly, a Regimen, 
er even Medicines, when Judgment ditects, and Inte- 
grity preſides. But it is hazardous to truſt even Judg- 
ment, corrupted by Iatereft ; becauſe its Excellence im- 
parts a Power of being more miſchievous than even Igno- 
rance itſelf. There is at preſent ſcarcely a Perſon in the 
King's Dominions that has not either ſeen, or been au- 
thentically informed of, the Averficn many Retailers 
of Medicines, and their Betters, have 1njud:ctouſly ex- 
preſied to the Fever Powder. Many of them have aban- 

doned their Patients with the utmoſt Precipitation at the 
very Name of it, or threatened it, not without a Spe- 
cies of Behaviour that could not be miſtaken for Friend- 
ſnip to the diſtreſſed Family. For true Friendſhip, on 
ſach Occaſions, is ſedate and uniform, not turbulent and 
boiſterous. And the more cordial and fincere, the more 
conſiderable the Motives for the Duties it requires. 
Hence it might be expected, that, when an Intimate, 
from whom Obligations have been received, is ſuppoſed, 
however erroneouſly, to be on the Verge of Danger, 
Gratitude, Humanity, Duty, and every Chriſtian Con- 
fideration, would concur in influencing the Perſon who 
attended, at leaſt, to keep his Temper, if not to con- 
tinue his Attendance, and lend all the Aſſiſtance in his 
Power, If the Patient had determined to hang or drown 
himſelf, no doubt the Apothecary or Doctor would ſtay 
to cut the Rope, or take him out of the Water. But, 
upon taking the Powder, an unexpected Recovery may 
hurt Pride, or wound Intereſt; whereas. in the other 
- Caſe there is no Hazard of either. | |

Manners, and almoſt Madneſs, by the diſgreeable Sound

caries in that Ncighbourhoo , who perſevered in perſecut- 
ing him to the Day of his Death. The Doctor, though 
an Enemy to Innovations, was made a Convert to the 
Powder by the Caſe of the Rev. Mr. Birch, which is re- 
lated in this Book, when he and another Phyfician gave 


him over as irrecoverable; though it did not convince . 


Dr. Addington, who attended with him. 

Mr. Hawiland, an Apothecary at Bath, gave it to his 
own Son when be laboured under a Fever, at a Time 
when he was thought to be in imminent Danger; who, 
ſo far from conccaling, or making a Secret of his Suc- 
ceſs, divulged it openly, and told it, without. Reſerve, to 
all his Acquaintance, with a Complacency only felt by 
tender Parents, and Men of Honour: And there are ma- 
ny Apothecaries, in various Parts of theſe Kingdoms, who 
in Spite of Oppoſition and Obloquy, have, by the Uſe of

ES 28, been wrote upon theſe Subjects; and it 
has 1 unfortunately, that every Syſtem, however 
inconſiſtent with common Senſe, and every Mode of 
Practice, however unſucceſsful, has, nevertheleſs, found 
it's Patrons and Defenders; undoubtedly becauſe un- 
der every Method, the ſpontaneous Recovery of thoſe 
Patients who have eſcaped merely by the Force of Na- 
ture, has been frequently aſcrived to the Medicines ex- 
hibited, and the Regimen enjoined, however unlikely 
both may have been to produce ſuch an Effect. If this 
was not the Caſe, Theories would expire in their Infan- 
cy for want of Succeſs, and be never more heard of, 
unleſs ſome choice Genius ſuould happen to revive them 

in After-ages. For, of all the Theories and Syſtems 
that have been invented, ca only can be right; and it 15 
far from being agreed which that oe is: And Lam very 
certain, that Succeſs in the Cure of Diſtempers has not 
yet determined it; for if it had, that, it is reaſorable to 
think, would have prevailed over all the reſt. 

The Hippocratie Metzcd of treating Fevers has been 
embraced by the moſt eminent Pra ctitioners, and has 
this remarkable Circumſtance in it's Fav our, tlatif it 

; thould happen to do the ws no Service; it is at leait 
| not 
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not ſo likely to be injurious as many others that have deen 
ſince in Vogue. It's great Author aſſerts, that it is Nature 
which cures Diſtempers, by a Concoction of the Humours p 
by which he means their Preparation fora ſubſequent Diſ- 

charge out of the Body, by ſome ſpontaneous Evacuation. 
'This Diſcharge of Humours brought about by Nature, 
or the vital Powers, 1s the Criſis ſo much celebrated by 
the ancient Phyſicians, and ſo little attended to by the Mo- 
derns, a very tew only excepted. In conſequence of this 
Doctrine, a Phyſician was principally to watch the Mo- 
tions of Nature, by no means diſturbing her in her Ope- 
rations of concocting and expelling the Humours, by at- 
tempting any thing of Conſequence ; but was only per- 
mitted to prevent, if pcflible, by a proper regimen, thoſe 
Accidents which he foreſaw might happen and prove 
dangerous; or to aſſiſt nature by gentle means, to com 
plete this critical Diſcharge when begun, provided her 
own Force was inſufficient for this ſalutary Purpoſe. 

This Method, however rational, juſt, and preferable 
to moſt others ſince propoſed, is nevertheleſs liable to 
many Objections: For, in Purſuance hereof, there is but 
little room for a Phy fician to act; inſomuch that, in vio- 
lent Diſorders, where the greateſt Aſſiſtance is wanted, 

| the leaſt or none at all, can be afforded. And if we 
: judge of it by the Succeſs of it's Author, in thoſe Caſes, 
| of which he has given us Hiſtories, we ſhall be inclincd 
to entertain no great Opinion of it ; forthe Patients ge- 
nerally died. A/clepiades was fo ſenſible of this, that he 
called ludicrouſly the Practice of his Predeceſſors, Aa- 
ditaticn on Death, And it muſt be confeſſed, that a Phy- 
lician thus confined, bears too near a Reſemblance to the 
Spectator of a Tragedy, who ſpoils all if he attempts 

to interfere. 

Thus the illuſtrious Sydenham ſeems in ſome meaſure 
to have underſtood, when, in his latter Writings, he re- 
commends Bleeding and Purging as the moſt effectual 
Cure for Fevers ; though it appears by his former Works 
that his firſt Practice was formed nearly upon the Model 
of that of Hippocrates, And Experience evinces, that 
more recover under the Treatment laft propoſed by the 
above-mentioned Author, than under any other, and that 
in a ſhorter time, and with much leſs Trouble to the 

Patient 
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Patient, provided the Cure is 3 before the Diſ- 


enſe has made too much Havock in the Conſtitution, and 
the Evacuations are conducted with Prudence, and car- 
ried on to a Point ſufficient to anſwer the End, and no 
farther. But the Procraſtination of Patients, and the 
fatal Miſconduct of thoſe uſually firſt conſulted on theſe 
melancholy Occafions, render it difficult for a Phyſician 
to practiſe this Method to any Advantage, becauſe he 15 
ſeldom called upon till the Conſtitution is nearly ruined, 
either by the Progreſs of the Diſtemper, or by Errors at 
that Time irretrievable. This, however, is certain, 
that, whatever be the Cauſe, many Patients mifcarry even 
under this Treatment, perhaps more than recover, if the 
Diſtemper riſes to a Degree any ways formidable. 
There is ſomething too ridiculous in many of the mo- 
dern Theories, and che Practices founded thereon, to de- 


ſcrve Conſideration. I muſt, however, juſt take Notice, 


that ſome have fancied a kind of Genius preſiding over 
the animal Economy, that excites or allays Diltempers, 

as it happens to be in a good or bad Humour. Others 
have diſcovered a Kind of Inflammation or Exploſion of 
the animal Spirits; others a latent Poiſon or Malignity in 
the ſame animal Spirits; the Blood, or wherever they 


pleaſed to fix it; whilit others again have unmercifully 


ſtigmatized the Nerves, for faults of which they are per- 
fectly innocent. Aud to ſach equally abſurd and unintel- 
ligible Cauſes, Fevers and all their Conſequences have 
been aſcribed. However theſe Theoriſts may differ as to 
tie Cauſes of Fevers, they are pretty well agreed with 
ie pect to Practice; for moſt of them have been of opi- 
nion, that the Inflammation of the animal Spirits was to 
be diſcuſſed ; that this latent Poiſon or Malignity was to 
be expelled thro” the cutaneous Pores, or that the Nerves 
were to be warmed and ſtimulated ; and all theſe Ends 
were to be anſwered by heating Sudorifics, and warm 
Cordials, In conſequence of theſe Speculations, the Pa- 
tient was to be confined to a warm Bed, in a hot Room, 
and was to take, every third or fourth Hour, ſudorific 
Poles and Powders, with Draughts and Juleps, beſides, 
erhaps, cordial Drops in the Intervals. Butthis Method 
is attended with greater Inconveniences than any other; 
for the Patient very ſoon becomes exceſſively hot, thirſty, 


and reſtleſs, whilſt his Tongue grows every Hour more 
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dry and diicoloured, his Urine crude and pale, or fome- 


times high coloured and turbid, without any regular Se- 


paration ; and convulſive Twitchings and a Delirium, 
frequently terminating in a Coma, or Icthargic Diſpoſi- 
tion, cloſe the laſt Scene and the Patient's Eyes for ever. 
And it makes no great difference with reſpect to the 
Event, whether the Patient ſweats or not, except that 
Sweats thus extorted deprive the Blood of it's moſt fluid: 
Part, which would otherwiſedilute it, and render it more 
eaſily moveable thro? the Veſſels, and by theſe Means are 
only ſerviceable, as they accelerate the Releaſe of the 
Patient from the triple Torture of his Diſtemper ; the 
Medicines and Blilters, which laſt are uſually laid on 
with the utmoſt Profuſion, in order to obviate or remove 
thoſe Symptoms which may ſometimes be inſeparable 
from the Diſorder, but are more frequently excited, or, 


at leaſt, increaſed, by the Treatment above- mentioned, 


Though, I muſt confeſs, that ſome few are ſo happy in 
an unextinguiſhable Strength of Conſtitution, that they 


even at laſt miraculouſly recover. 


J believe it will be allowed, that in all 8 Ope- 
rations a certain Degree of Heat is required, to the Per- 
fection of the intended Production; and that an Exceſs 
or Deſiciency of this neceſſary Heat, fruſtrates the Inten- 
tions of Nature, and renders her Deſigns abortive, That 
this is the Caſe with reſpect to the Production of every 
Animal and every Vegetable upon the face of the Eart n 
I need take no Pains to demonſtrate, But to come nearer 

the Point Ihave in View, ſkilful Surgeons obſerve, that 
Matter cannot be formed in a Tumor, without a Degree 
of Heat ſufficient for the Purpoſe; that a Defe& induces 
a Schirrhus or cold Tumor; a Redundance, a Mortifca- 
tion. Hippocrates and Sydenham ſeem to regulate their Prac- 
tice by a parallel Syſtem. They were convinced, that 
a limited Time, and a certain Degree of Heat, were ne- 


ceſſary to bring about a Concodtion or Reſolution of the 


'Humours which excited a Fever, and therefore employed 


themſcives principally to regulate that Heat, and keep it 
up to ſuch a Standard, that, on the one Hand, the vital 
Powers might not languiſh, and leave the ſalutary Work 
of Concoction incomplete; and, on the other, that the 
exorbitant Motion of the Humours might not injure any 
of the vital Parts, induce thoſe Symptoms which arg 

now,

now called ſometimes malignant, ſometimes nervous, 
and deſtroy the Patient by an Exceſs of thoſe Means 
which Nature meant for his Relief. 

The Phyſician, therefore, who ſhould attempt to cure 
a Fever, by exciting a Heat greater than is required for 
the Purpoſe of Concoction, would be guilty of an Error 
equal to that of a Houſewife, who ſhould endeavour to 
anticipate the Term of Incubation, by boiling her Eggs 
with a View of producing Chicken more o 

Another, and that the moſt common Method of treat- 
ing Fevers, may properly be called the Eclectic, or rather 
trimming Method. In this the Perſon to whoſe Care the 
Patient is committed, bleeds, and, perhaps, repeats it 
more than once, or is bold enough to venture upon one 
or more Purges; but, at the ſame Time he fruſtrates his 
own good Intentions, by repeating every three or four 
Hours nervous Cordials, and warm Sudorifics ; not con- 
ſidering that Sweats, which are not ſpontaneous, but ex- 
torted, generally prove ſymptomatical and noxious in- 
ſtead of being critical and ſalutary. This is doing ſome- 
thing worſe than nothing; for, if bleeding and Evacua- 
tions are right, heating and nervous Medicines, which 
are the Reverſe, muſt neceſſarily be wrong, and mie wer/a. 
So that the good Effects which might be expected from 
either, are prevented by the oppoſite Treatment; and the 
Patient is at laſt obliged to purchaſe a very indifferent 
Chance for his life, at the Expence of Half his Skin torn 
off with Bliſters, witha Degree of Pain ſcarcely tolerable, 
unleſs he has the good Fortune to be out of his Senſes; 
and even then it is impoſſible for any one, who has not been 
delirious ina Fever, to conceive the Agonies thatare felt. 

But, upon the whole, the infinite Perplexity and Un- 
certainty of Theories, and the precarious State of Prac- 
tice founded thereon, have induced the wiſeſt, the beſt, 
2nd the moſt honeſt Phyſicians in all Ages, tolament the 
Defects in their Profeſſion, and ardently wiſh for ſome 
Medicine, or ſome Method, which would anſwer their 
Purpoſes in the Treatment of Fevers with greater Cer- 
tainty and Expedition, 

tall row, therefore, give ſome Account of a. Medi- 

cine I have uſed, and the Methods I have purſued with 
uncommon Succeſs, for the Cure of the very worſt and 
moſt dangerous of theſe diftewpers, And if they ſhould.

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Se ſound by future, as they have almoſt conſtantly b 
the paſt, Experience, to extirpate theſe terrible Diſor- 

ders, without Hazard, in a very few Days, but, gene- 
rally, in a very few Hours, f in ſuch a Manner, as to 
give the Patient very little Trouble, I ſhall think a 
Cure thus brought about anſwers very well to the Rule 
of Celſus, when he tells us it ſhould be performed, 
tutò, celeriter, & jucunde; ſafely, expeditiouſly and 
agreeably. | 2 
In treating this Subject, I ſhall by no Means enter 
into theoretical Diſquiſitions, but rather reſt the Whole 
upon Experience, as of more Weight than all the Syſtems 
in the World. And, as the Hiſtories of Caſes ſet Expe- 
rience in the ſtrongeſt light, I ſhall relate ſome of a very 
extraordinary Nature, to the Truth of which I can bring 
ſufficient Teſtimony, whenever I am called upon to do it. 
In the mean Time, as there may be ſome whoſe lucrative. 
Views may tempt them to perſecute me, and the Method 
I propoſe, with all the Detraction and Fal ſhood that may 
be expected from Self- Intereſt and unprovoked Revenge, 
theſe I ſhall adviſe to ſave themſelves a good deal of un- 
neceſſary Trouble; and, as Gamaliel ſaid to the Feawifh: 
Magiſtrates, upon a more important Occaſion, to et it 
alone; fer, if it be of men, it avill come to nought 3 but, if” 
it be of Ged, ye cannct overthrow it. 


| The Caje of Mrs, Morton. 
(| RS. Morton, of the Aſmerry, in the Pariſh of St. 


Margaret, Meſfminſten, about twenty-ſevenYears 
of Age, on or about the 1k of December, 1741, was ſeized 
with a violent Fever, much reſembling one of which her 
Huſband died about ten Days before. Her Urine was 
crude, her Pulſe extremely quick, her Tongue much diſ- 
coloured, and her Head was greatly difordered from the 
firſt, inſomuch that ſhe could get very little ſleep. Her 
Diſtemper continued till the 8th, perpetually increaſing ; 
| and, in the Evening of that Day, I found her abſolutely 

| inſenſible, comatoſe, and paralytic on the Right Side, 
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| the Arm and Leg being quite cold, and totally deprived 
| of Motion and Senfſaticn, ſo far as we could perceive ; 
and the Women about her turned her on her Left Side, 
| as they ſaid, to die, in Conformity to vulgar Error, im-

Left Side. That Night, about Twelve, I gave her half a 
Dram of the Powder, which is the Subject of this Treatiſe. 
In conſequence of this, ſhe ſeemed in a little Time to be 


a good deal uneaſy, and ſweated profuſely till Six the 


next Morning, at which Time ſhe recovered her Senſes, 
her Arm and Leg became warm, and capable of bein 


moved ſpontaneouſly ; her Tongue was much cleared, her | 


Pulſe began to be raiſed and leſs quick, and her Urine 
depoſited a copious equal Sediment. She continued mend-

As from the taking the firſt Doſe of this Medicine, ſhe 
took no other, and as the Alteration in her Diſorder was

Betwixt 8 and q in the Evening I was de- 
red to make him a Viſit; I found him exceſſivel rok 
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his Urine was pale and crude, his Pulſe extremely nick 


and high, his b r much diſcolonred, and he was ve- 
ry far from being ſenſible. My Duty, as a Phyſician, my 
Inclinations and Honour as a Friend, and ſome particular 


ntereſts I had in preſerving his Life, all concurred to 


make me take the ſhorteſt and moſt certain Method for 

his Recovery. I gave him, therefore, half a Dram of 
the Powder above-mentioned, with my own Hands, in a 

Spoonful of Syrup of Balſam, about ꝗ o' Clock. About 

9 the next Morning I made him a ſecond Viſit, and found 

him up, reading ſome Law Reports. Upon Examination 

his Tongue appeared clear and red; his Urine was of a 

Lemon Colour, depoſiting a copious Sediment, his Heat 

was moderate, as 1n a perfect State of Health; and, up- 

on the Whole, he entirely recovered, ſo as to go abroad 
in two or three Days, without Occaſion for any other 

Medicine of any Kind whatever. I was informed, that 

in halfan Hour after he had taken the Medicine, he fell 
aſleep, ſweat very moderately, and about 7 in the Morn» 
ing had three purging Stools. 

REMARKS. 

I have been the more particular in this Caſe, as, per- 
haps, the whole Hiſtory of Phyſic cannot afford a ſingle 
of ſo dangerous a Diſorder, ſo perfectly cured in 
ſo ſhort a Time, and with fo little Trouble; Mr. Hedg.ſon 
is a Gentleman as much averſe to encouraging as telling 
a Falſhood : And to him Jappeal fer the Truth of what

The Caſs of Mr. John Barrow. 


John Barrow, at that Time of the Pariſh of 
M "Tet in the County of Surry, was, on the 10th 
of September, 1747, ſeized with a violent Fever, attend- 
ed with a profuſe Diarrhœa, which, in about ſeven Days 
Time, reduced him extremely low. At this Period he took 
thirty Grains of the Fever Powder, about fix o'Clock in 
the Evening; about eight it threw him into a profuſe. 
Sweat, upon which he found himſelf much eaſier and 
better. This Sweat continued on him for about four 


Horrs, and as ſoon as that was gone off, it purged him 
conſiderably, though without giving him any Sickneſs 


or Pain. The next! Morning his Fever left him entirely,

Some Time inthe Year 1742, I happened to be at a Tavern 
near the Hay-Market, and hearing accidentally of a Mo- 
man w/o was likely to die of a Fever, I remember 1 jent 
her a Doſe of Powder ; and another for her Child, who, 
T wwas informed, was as dangerouſly ill as the Mother, 
abhich 1 ordered to be divided into tavo.

After this my Nurſe, who attended me in my Illneſs, 
was taken violently ill of the ſame Kind of Fever, being 
very light-headed for ſeveral Days; and upon mn 2 
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Doſes of the ſame Powder, which operated much in the 

1 it had done with me, ſhe perfectly reco- 

vered.

At the ſame Time that I was ill myſelf of this Fever, 

my Daughter Elizabeth, who was about ſeven Years old, 

was ill of the ſame Fever, and very light-headed and 


raving. She took two half Doſes of the ſame Medicine, 
which operated nearly in the ſame Manner it had done 
with me, and perfecly cured the Fever. | 


A few days after this, my Daughter Henrietta, who was 
about four Years old, was ſeized with the ſame Diſor- 
der, attended with the ſame Circumſtances; and, upon 
taking two half Doſes of the ſame Powder, ſhe was per- 
fectly cured. In all theſe Caſes we had no Occaſion to 
take any other Medicine,

The Caſe of Mr. Pringle. | 
Mr. Pringle, a Cabinet- mater of Weſt-Street, St. Ann's, 
Weſtminſter, gives the following Relatiom. 


S 1 R, | Newember 12, 1747. 
Was for near thirty Years afflicted at Intervals witlt 
1 a violent Pain in my Head, and was ſubject to a Fever 
on taking any little Cold. About the Middle of 7u/y, 
1743, I was taken ill of a violent Fever, which conti- 
nued on me eight Day, when it grew to ſuch an Height, 
that I was deprived of all my Senſes; at this Time I took 
a Doſe of your Fever Powder, which made me vomit - 
three or four Times, and then cauſed me to ſweat pretty 
much for four or five Hours.

The Caſe if Mr. Joſeph Hands. 


FOSEPH HANDS, about Newember 1746, was ſeized 
with a violent Fever, which continued on him about 
a Week, when his Maſter, the Honourable Mr. Yere Poau- 
lt, ordered him to apply to me, I gave him a Doſe of 
Powder, which made him to vomit three or four Times, 
purged lim ſeveral Times, and made him ſweat plenti- 
fully for about 24 Hours; immediately after which the 
Fever entirely left him, he ſlept very well, and recover- 
ed without taking any thing more, *

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In July 1747, he was again ſeized with a Fever, in con- 
ſequence of a violent Cold, which affected him with ſe- 
vere Pains in all his Limbs, and a violent Pain in his 
Head, with a Thirſt, and a Dryneſs of his Tongue: But 
upon taking two Doſes of the ſame Powder, he was im- 
mediately cured. | 
In September 1747, he was again ſeized with violent 
Pain in his Limbs, and a Fever, which ended in aPleuriſy, 
1 again Save him three Doſes of the ſame Powder, which 
operated much in the ſame Manner as the former had 
done, and entirely removed his Fever; for his Tongue, 
before rough and diſcoloured, became moiſt and red, his 
extreme Heat was abſolutely gone; and his Urine, before 
crude, depoſited a copious equal Sediment. But he could 
not geta Moment's Sleep, and complained that when he 
attempted to ſhut his Eyes, the Room ſeemed to turn 
round, and he had a thouſand inconſiſtent Ideas. Upon 
this Complaint, I directed for him thirty Grains of Muſk 
and twelve of Nitre. In halfan Hour after taking it he 
fell faſt aſleep, continued ſleeping ten Hours, and awak » 
ed perfectly well. This laſt Circumſtance I mention as 
a, Thing that is of great Conſequence in Practice, and 
of which I have had much Experience in fimilar Caſes, 
Nothing is ſuperior to Muſk in Spaſmodic Diſorders, 
and nothing is equal to it in the Convulſions of Chil- 
dren. But I am afraid it is generally uſed in too ſmall 
Doſes to anſwer the End. 


The Caſe if Mrs. Mary Beſt. 


RS. Mary Bej?, at the Golden Sugar-Loaves in 
1 Bury-Street, St. Fames's, was, on the 4th Day of 
September 1747, ſeized with a viclent Fever, having miſ 
carried three Days before. On the Day following, ſhe had 
ſo exceſſive a Pain in her Head, that it almoſt made her 
diſtracted, as ſhe expreſſed herſelf; ſhe continued in this 
Manner, without being able to ſleep a Momont, till the 
Sunday following, being the th, and that Day avout 
12 O'Clock ſhe took a Doſe of the Powder before men- 
tioned. After ſhe had taken the Powder about half an 
Hour, ſhe was very ſick, and vomited pretty much, and 
purged three or four Times. About eight o'Clock ſhe fell 
faſt aſleep, and continued ſleeping and ſweating all Ni ght, 
| | | al:

and the next Morning ſhe got up perfectly well, without 


any Complaint of her Head, or any Signs of a Fever; 
and had no Return. 


Mr. Thomas Brooke, Attorney at Law, in Red Lion-ftreet, 
Holbourn, gives me the following Caſe, which happened 
under his Inſpection. | 


The Caſe of Mr. Beake Brooke, and that of Mrs. 
Mary Thackery, Servant to Mr, Thomas 
Brooke,

Brother Beate was, on the 1ſt of OZober laſt, 
taken ill of a violent Fever, which in a few Days 
ran ſo high as to make him delicious, and to all Appear- 
ance he was in the utmoſt Danger, the Medicines he had 
taken having no Manner of Effect, and the Apothecary 
who attended him ſaid it would be a Miracle if he reco- 
vered. On the Sunday Morning, being the 8th, you vi- 
ſited him, and gave him a Doſe of your Powder for Fevers 
about Noon, which made him vomit a little, and purged 
him pretty ſmartly, and ſweated him a good deal. As 
ſoon as the Operation was over he fell faſt aſleep, and 
continued ſleeping, and in a breathing Sweat all that 
Night, and the next Morning he was perfectly well of his 
Fever, and able to walk about. He went abroad two 
Days after, and has continued well ever ſince. 

Mary Thackery, my Servant, was, on the 1oth of O70- 
| ber 1747, ſeized with a violent Pain in her Head, which 
brought on her a very bad Fever, and ſhe was light-head- 
ed for ſeveral Days: but upon taking one Dole of your 
Powder, which purged her pretty much, and made her 
ſweat, the Fever entirely left her. |

N WWeane/cay the 18th of March 1748, I was directed 
0 by a Lady of Diſtinction in Weſiminſter, to attend 
Miſs Eccles at her Brother-in-Law's, Mr. Hodges, at t ie 

B Peacock 
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Peacock in Cateaton-Street. She was about twenty-two 
Years of Age, had enjoyed a general good Stateof Health, 
but was not of a very ſtrong Conſtitution. I underſtood 
that ſhe came out of the Country about a Month before, 
and was ſoon after ſeized with a pretty ſevere Cold, at- 
tended with a Cough. This was ſucceeded by a Diar- 
rhœa, which I had Reaſon to believe would have termi- 
nated the Diſtemper. But it ſeems it was not thought 
proper that this ſhould continue; for ſhe had taken a great 
Number of Draughts and Boles, in which Diaſcordium, 
the Bark, and other Aſtringents and Opiates were Ingre- 
dients. Theſe had the intended Effect, for the Diarrhea 
was checked ; and upon this ſhe became feveriſh, her 
Pulſe high and quick, her Urine high-coloured, her Coun- 
tenance remarkably red and florid, and ſhe was at Inter- 
vals ſomewhat delirious. Theſe Circumſtances I collected 
from thoſe about her. The Morning 1 viſited her, ſhe 
had taken twenty Grains of Ipacacuanha, which did not 
operate as an Emetic, but purged her copiouſly three 
Times; in Conſequence of which ſhe was manifeſtly bet- 
ter in all Reſpects. I was going to preſcribe, when the 
Apothecary mentionedaPhyſician who attended her, upon 
which I declined directing any Thing, till 1 had ſeen him, 
and an Appointment was made for our Meeting the next 
Morning at eleven. Accordingly I went at the Time; 
but the Doctor thought proper to behave in ſuch a Man- 
ner, that I deſerted the Patient, and left her entirely to 
his Management. But on T v-/day, March 24, Mr. Hodges 
came to my Houle, and deſired earneſtly that I would tee 
the young Lady again. Accordingly I made her a Viſit, 
and was informed, that the preceding Evening, upon ſome 
Repreſentations that had been made concerning the pro- 
digious Number of Medicines ſhe was to take, the Doctor 
ſaid, 1t was not his Buſineſs to conſult the Intereſt of her 
Executors, for it was impoſſible ſhe could recover; and 
this, it ſeems, occaſioned my being called again. Miſs 
Eccles was at this Timeexcefively delirious, and had been 
to for ſome Days, during which Time ſhe had never ſlept; 
her Tongue was very much diſcoloured ; her Pulſe ex- 
tremely low and quick ; her Heat was exceſſive ; her 
Countenance extremely florid and red ; and her Urine 
ſometimes pale, and ſometimes a little coloured, but crude. 


The Medicines ſhe had taken were cordial Draughts, and 
| | Boles 
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Boles every ſix Hours, from the Time I left her; for I 
was informed there was ſome Suſpicion of a Miliary Fe- 
ver, which was to beexpelled through the Pores of the 
Skin. After having repreſented, before a great many of 
the Neighbours, the Hardſhip of attending a Lady un- 
der ſuch diſadvantageous Circumſtances, I conſented to 
undertake the Conduct of her Cafe. I immediately or- 
dered bleeding in the Foot; applied a Bliſter to her Head, 
and ſtimulating Cataplaſms of Muſtard-ſeed and Horſe- 
radiſh to her Feet. Mean time I took care to procure 
two Stools by a Clyſter. That Evening ſhe took a Doſe 
of the Powder I have ſo often mentioned, which was re- 
peated ſome Hours after; but neither had any perceiv- 
able Operation, The next Day, March 25, her Urine 
de poſited a copious Sediment, though ſhe ſtill continued 
delirious, J repeated the third Doſe of Powder, which, 
like the preceding, had no ſenſible Operation, Every 
Boay, however, about her could perceive that ſhe was 
viably mended. In the Afternoon I gave her half an 
Ounce of G/arger's Salt, which purged her twice, That 
Night the flept, The next Morning, March 26, I found 
her in her Senſes, and ſo much recovered that I told the 
Family I thought her out of Danger. I repeated ſome 
more Doſes of Glaudbz:”s Salt, and in a very few Days 
ſhe was perfectly well, except that ſhe remained very 
weak ; but ſhe recovered enough to be married ſoon 
after,

cannot determine how far the Powder was inſtrumen- 
tal in this Cure. To ſpeak my own Sentiments, I think 
that neither the Powder, nor the other Remedies, would 
have performed it alone, though I was ſo fortunate as to 
ſucceed by both : But as her Urine ſeparated immediate- 
ly after taking the firſt Doſes, and as this is the general 
Effect it produces, I muſt aſcribe a good deal to it. 

Upon this Occaſion, I cannot excuſe myſelf from ob- 
ſerving, that I have frequently ſeen very conſiderable Ef- 
tes produced by the Application of Cataplaſms to the 
Feet, prepared of Horſe-radiſh and Muſtard-ſeed, with a 
little old Yeaſt, and ſharp Vinegar. Phyſicians, who con- 
ſtantly treat Patients in the Hippocratic Method, waiting 
for a Criſis, and doing very little to interfere with the 
Operations of Nature, have abundant Opportunities of 
3] obſerving, 
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obſerving, that the Piles, or Pains in the Feet, eminently 
relieve the Head. And therefore when theſe do not hap- 
pen ſpontaneouſly, it has been thought expedient to ex- 
cite them by Art. As to the Piles, it is not an eaſy 
Affair to bring them on ſoon enough to anſwer the Pur- 
pole; nor indeed can it be done at any time with any De- 
gree of Certainty. It would, therefore, be a very great 
Improvement in Medicine, to difcover a Method of exci- 
ting an Hemorrhage from the Hzmorrhoidal Veins at 
Pleaſure, and with as much Facility as we can procure one 
from the Veins of the Arm, the Neck, or the Foot; for 
I make no Doubt but by this Means we ſhould have it in 
our Power generally to ſecure the Head. But with Reſpect 
to Pains in the Feet it is otherwiſe; for theſe may be, and 
are, frequently excited by the Application of Cantharides, 
Euphorbium, and other ſtimulating Ingredients, Bur 
theſe Cataplaſms anſwer the End much ſooner and more 
effectually, than any other Topic whatever; eſpecially if 
the Feet are previouſly ſoftened by ſoaking them in Milk 
and Water; and if, inſtead of applying them to the Soles, 
the whole Feet are involved in them, ſpread pretty thick 
on a Linnen Cloth. I have almoſt daily Inftances of Pa- 
tients being rouſed from a Coma, or recovered from a De- 
lirium, in a few Hours, by theſe Meaſures, with a De- 
gree of ſalutary Pain, little inferior to the Rack; and this 
J eſteem the ſureſt Prognoſtic of returning Health; and 
on the contrary, I generally find an Inſenſibility or Ab- 
ence of Pain, after the Application of theſe Cataplaſms 
ſor a reaſonable Time, to be the moſt certain Preſage of 
approaching Death. I need not mention, that they ſhould 
be renewed from Time to Time as they become dry; or 
that when they have excited a ſufficient Degree of Pain, or 
when that becomes intolerable, they may be removed, 
leſt the continued Torture ſhould fruſtrate the End pro- 
poſed, by depriving the Patient of that Opportunity of 
getting natural Sleep which it has afforded him, and 
which may reaſonably be expected under this Manage- 
ment. The judicious will know when to re-apply them, 
and how to regulate the Degree of Pain, that it may be 
ſufß cient to anſwer the Purpoſe, without running into ſuch 
an Extreme as to defeat the Intention. I do not ſpeak 
of theſe Applications as a late Diſcovery, for Sinapiſms 
are almoſt as old as Medicine; but I could not forbear 


ſaying 
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ſaying thus much, becauſe I do not find that they are uſed 
in the common Courſe of Practice; and becauſe the great 
and good Effects I have often known them to produce, 
convince me, that it is an inexcuſable Omiſſion to neg- 
le& them, when the Patient is delirious or comatoſe, or 
when the Head 1s apprehended to be in Danger. 

This Caſe farther affords me an Opportunity of ſpeak- 
ing my Sentiments upon a Subject of vaſt Conſequence in 
Practice, I mean that of a Miliary Fever. And I hope 
the Gentlemen of the Faculty, who think differently from 
me, will excuſe me, if I am not ſo far a Sceptic, as to call 
in Queſtion ſome Points of Doctrine relative to this Diſ- 
temper, which I find at preſent univerſally received as un- 
queſtionable Maxims. Sir David Hamilton, the celebrated 
Man-Midwife, ſome Years ago, wrote a Treatiſe expreſ- 
ly on this Diſorder; and I muſt confeſs I have often met 
with the Fever he deſcribes, attended with innumerable 
Veſicles upon the Breaſt, or all over the Body, about the 
Size of a Pin's Head. But this I have very ſeldom ob- 
ſerved to happen, except in the Fevers of Child-bed 


. Women, and that only when an exceſs of Heat had been 


previouſly excited by the Seaſon of the Vear, the Regi- 
men, or Medicines; or when due Evacuations had been 
neglected in the Beginning, and in Conſequence of this 
the Febrile Heat had been ſuffered to riſe to an extra- 
vagant Pitch. I, therefore, always conſidered theſe Mi- 
liary Eruptions as the Offspring of Heat only, by what- 
ever Means it was produced; and never had the leaſt 
Reaſon to apprehend that they were cauſed by any Kind 
of Malignity or Poiſon antecedent to, or coeval with, the 
Fever. And in Conſequence of theſe Sentiments, I have 
ſeldom or never ſollicited their Protruſion by Sudorifics: 
but inſtead of that, have almoſt always judged jit more 
prudent to prevent them, by curing the Fever before it 
arrived at that Stage in which they generally appear. 

I do not know that the Name of Miliary Fever is at pre- 
ſent confined to the Diſtemper above-mentioned ; but ſo 


far as l have been able to inform myſelf, this Name ſhould 


ſeem to extend to all ſorts of Fevers attended with a 
great Number of ſmall Eruptions, not yet diſtinguiſhed 
by any particular Name. Theſe, it is true, frequently 
occur in accute Diſeaſes, if the Patient is kept very warm 


and takes many Cordials ; but they as often happen to 
| | + 268 ' thoſe 
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thoſe who uſe much Exerciſe in hot Weather, or who 
travel into hot Climates, without any Fever or Cardiacs, 
Hence I have been induced to eſteem them as the pure 
Effects of too intenſe Heat, and otherwiſe as independent 
of the Fever, and as little to be regarded in the 'Treat- 
ment, as a long Beard, or a dirty Face, when ſhaving or 
waſhing have been neglected, in Conſequence of an acute 
Diſorder. Of this, however, I will venture to be poſi- 
tive, that let the Phyſician but remove the Fever, and 
either no Miliary Eruptions will be protruded ; or if they 
are, they will be ſo perfectly inoffenſive, as neither to 
deſerve any Notice, or any particular Treatment. 

Upon the Whole, I have many Reaſons to ſuſpect that 
many of the Miliary Fevers we hear of, are intirely the 
Children of Art, and that Nature is very little concerned 
in their Generation. In order to explain how I appre- 
hend they may be at any Time produced, give me leave 
for once to ſuppoſe a Caſe. Let the ſtrongeſt Porter or 
Chairman that can be met with, in the moſt entire State 
of Health, be confined to his Bed in a very warm Room; 
let him take every four Hours hot Sudorifics, and let 
Sweats be ſollicited by drinking plentifully Sack or 
White Wine Whey, and by all other Methods that can 
be contrived. He will ſoon find himſelf hot, r1eRtleſs, and 
uneaſy; and in ſome Days Nature will probably attempt 
his Relief, by exciting a Diarrhœa. Let this be imme- 
diately checked, and ſoon after he will become deliri— 
ous, and will ſleep either very uneaſy, or not all. Then 
let a Bliſter be laid on his Back, and, in the Progreſs of 
this Treatment, half a Dozen more on various Parts of 
the Body, and let the ſame Medicines and Regimen be 
continued. He will become more hot, reſtleſs, and deli- 
rious, be excruciated with the Strangury, and very like- 
ly ſweat profuſely, while the Symptoms continually 
increaſe. When he has been thus managed a certain 
Numbers of Days, fourteen for Example, or, if theſe are 
not ſufficient, twenty, it is a thouſand to one that Military 
Eruptions will appear upon the Surface of the Skin; and 
then withdrawing the heating Medicines, and Regimen, 
and giving him ſome Stools, it is poſſible he may recover. 

The three following Caſes may poſſibly convince thoſe 
whom Facts can influence, that all the Maxims commonly 


received, relative to Miliary Fevers, are not ſtrictly true.

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| The Caſe of Mrs. Sarah Hayes. 


RS. Sarah Hayes, Wife to Mr. Hayes, a Waiter ot 
3 White's Chocolate Houſe, St. Jamess-ftreet, aged 
twenty - two, was, on Sunday the 1ſt of May, 1748, taken 


with a Shivering, ſucceeded by an exceſſive Heat; and 
on Monday the 2d was confined to her Bed. Her Fever 
continued increaſing till about the 11th of May, during 
all which Time ſhe had little or no ſleep, and reacts 

profuſely. At this Period Miliary Eruptions began to 
appear on her Breaſt and Arms, which continued about 
three Days, and then diſappeared; upon which ſhe was 
much worſe, and began to be exceſſively delirious and 
inſenſible, inſomuch as not to know her Huſband, or 
any of her Friends; her Tongue was exceſſively dry and 
black, and her Urine without any Sediment, and pale. 
In this Condition, on Friday, May the 20th, in theEven- 
ing, I viſited her; ſhe took a Doſe of Fever Powder, 
upon which ſhe was very fick the greateſt Part of the 
Night, puked gently ſeveral Times, and purged four or 
five Times. The next Morning her Tongue began to 
be moiſt and red, her Urine ſomewhat Turbid, her Pulſe 
regular, and much leſs quick, and her feveriſh Heat 
was greatly diminiſhed, inſomuch as to be ſcarcely per- 
ceiveable. On Sunday Morning ſhe was much bettes, 
but her Delirium ſtill continued, and ſhe ſlept very little. 


On Sunday Night ſhe took a large Doſe of Muſk, and 


towards Five in the Morning ſlept for ſome Hours, and 
continued ſleeping at Intervals till the Hedneſday Morn- 
ing following, when ſhe perfectly recovered her Senſes 
and Health, without any other Medicine, except ſome 
few gentle Purges ; and during my Attendance I think 
the took three or four neutral Draughts. 


The Caſe of Mr. Benjamin Freer. | 

O Monday, June 20, 1748, Benjamin Freer, about 

nineteen Years old, a Waiter now at the Sun Ta- 
vern in St. Paul's Church-Yard, had been ill ſeveral Days 
of a Fever, and this Day Military Eruptions began to ap- 
pear on his Arms, which the next Day, Tueſday the 21ſt, 
diſappeared ; and though he ſweated very much, his 
Tongue became very dry, and he began to be delirious 
and convulſed, inſomuch, that on Friday the 24th, his 


Tongue was black, dry, cracked and ſore, and he was 


exceſſively 
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exceſſively delirious, perpetually muttering ſomething. 
that could not be underſtood, and throwing off the Bed- 
Cloaths, could with Difficulty be kept in Bed, and was 
exceedingly convulſed all over. In this Condition I was 
called to him, and about Noon, June 24, he took one 
full Doſe of Fever Powder, which gave him five Stools, 
At Night his Tongue began to be moiſt and red, and 
he fake more intelligibly; but yet was, at Intervals, 
delirious. He took half a Doſe more about Nine, and 

it was repeated about Four; but neither of theſe had any 
perceivable Operation. On Saturday the 25th, about Ele- 
ven in the Morning, he took another whole Doſe, which 
gave him three Stools. At Night his Tongue was much 
more moiſt and red; he was more ſenſible, and his Con- 
vulſions much leſs. That Night he ſlept three Hours, 
and ſweated very gently. On Sunday the 26th, by Eleven 
in the Morning, his Convulſions entirely ceaſed, his 
Tongue became red and moiſt: he was very ſenſible, and 
in every Reſpect ſo well as to be thought out of Danger, 
The next Day he took a gentle Purge, which was re- 
peated two or three Times, and perfectly recovered. 

| R E MAR K 8. | 
The Obſervations I would make upon the two pre- 

ceding Caſes are, that Maxim generally received in Phy- 
fic is falſe, importing, that when Miliary Erup tions ap- 
pear on the Skin in Fevers, and ſoon after recede, without 
any Poſſibility of being brought out again, the Patient 
almoſt always dies delirious and convulſed. For in theſe 
two Caſes, and many more I could inſtance, the Patients 
have recovered with great Eaſe, notwithſtanding the Re- 
troceſſion of the Eruptions above-mentioned. And ſe- 
condly, that as the Reproduction of theſe Effloreſcences 
was in no Degree neceſſary to the Cure of the Fever, I 
ſhould ſtrongly ſuſpect, that their firſt Appearance was 
of as little Uſe; and 1: of no Service here, I ſee no Rea- 
ſon to imagine they are at any Time of Conſequence 
enough to deſerve a particular Treatment. Of this, 
however, I think myſelf abundantly certain, that let 

the Phyſician take Care to moderate the Fever in ſuch a 

Manner, that the Symptoms may not run into Exceſs, 
and the vital Powers, or what is uſually underſtood by 
the Word Nature, will ſo regulate the Diſorder as to pro- 


duce and keep them out, if it ſhould be conducive to the 
| Preſervation 
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preſervation of the Individual; and never expel them at 
- all, or ſuffer them to recede, if they are ſuperfluous or 
injurious. And with Reſpect to the Delirium, Convul- 
fions, and that Train of fatal Symptoms which aſually 
are ſaid to enſue upon the Diſappearance ' of Miliary 
Eruptions, I muſt be ſo candid as to confeſs, that I have 
aſcribed theſe generally to the very hot Medicines uſu- 
ally exhibited with a View of expelling them ; for I 
know that in other Fevers, the ſame heating Medicines 
will produce the very ſame Symptoms, 


The Caſe of Mrs. Anne Medley. 


NNE MEDLEY, ayoung Woman about twenty-five 
A Years of Age, being upon a Viſit to a Relation at 
Dunmow in Efjex, forty Miles from London, was on Mon 
day, May the zoth, about Four o'Clock in the Morning, 
ſeized with a violent Pain in her Right Hip, and a Fe- 
ver, which increaſed till Thur/day Morning, at which , 
Time her Fever was exceſſive, and her Pain now ſpread 
all over her, was intolerable. On Monday the Day ſhe 
was taken ill, ſhe loſt ten or twelve Ounces of Blood, 
which was very fizey, In this Condition, however, on 
Wedne/day, June the 1ſt, ſhe ſet out for London, being 

erſuaded ſhe ſhould have more Care taken of her at 
ome than in a ſtrange Place, That Night ſhe arrived 
at Chelmsford, and was there told that her Diſtemper was 
the Gour, and that ſhe muſt drink for her Life ſtrong 
Wines, in order to keepit from her Stomach. That Night 
ſhe took ſtrong White-Wine Whey, with Hartſhorn 
Drops, which did her a great deal of Miſchief; fornext 
Morning ſhe was much worſe in every Reſpect. That 
Morning, Thur/day, June the 2d, ſhe ſet forward for Lon- 
don, and upon the Road drank near a Bottle of White- 
Wine, the ſtrongeſt that could be procured, in Purſu- 
ance of the Inſtructions ſhe had received. As her Diſorder 
was from the firſt a ſevere Inflammatory Fever, the Wine 
had the Effect which might reaſonably be expected from 
it; that is, inflamed her to an exceſſive Degree. She 
came home that Evening from the Inn in a Chair, but 
-with the utmoſt Difficulty, and was very near expiring 

in it, in all Appearance. When ſhe was undreſſed, her 
Right Leg was extremely ſwelled and black; and the 
Skin was cracked and diſcharged Ichor and Blood, _ 
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her Pain and Fever raged with the utmoſt Violence, In 
this Condition ſhe took half a Doſe of Fever Powder, 
which gave her four or five Stools, and made her puke a 
little, and raiſed a gentle Sweat. The next Morning, 
Tune the zd, the Tumor of the Leg ſubſided ; ſhe was 
in much leſs Pain, and her Fever was much abated. On 
Saturday, June the 4th, ſhe loſt twelve Ounces of Blood, 
which was extremely ſizey; and at Night the Powder 
was repeated, with much the ſame Effect as the firſt. On 
Sunday, Fune the 5th, ſhe loſt ten Ounces more of Blood, 
as ſizey as before; and at Night a BI ſter was applied to 
her Back. Monday, June the 6th, her Fever was very 
moderate, but her Pains continued exceſſive, and ſhe 
could get no Sleep. She loſt ten Ounces of Blood, 
more ſizey than the firſt. Till Sanday the 12 th ſhe took 
three or four Times a Day Nitre and other neutral Salts; 
and was three Times purged with Glauber's Salt. On 
that Day a great Quantity of Miliary Eruptions appear- 
ed upon her Breaſt and Arms, but very faintly. 'The 
ſame neutral Salts and Purges were continued till Suze 
gay, Tune the 19th, and the Miliary Eruptions came for- 
ward pretty well, The Pains fillt continued with Vio— 
lence ; aud {ke had never cloſed her Eyes to ſleep from 
the firſt Seiſure, that is, for twenty Days. This Morn» 
ing her Urine, which had all the Time been high co- 
loured and crude, was as pale as Rock Water. Her Fever 
returned with Violence, and ſhe began to be very deli- 
rious. She lat immediately ten Ounces of Blood, which 
continued ſizey as before, and in an Hour took a very 
large Doſe of Fever Powder, which made her very fick 
all Day, and gave her eighteen Stools : After the third 
of which, her Urine became again high coloured, and 
at Night depoſited: a copious Sediment. After every 
Stool ſhe was manifeſtly better, inſomuch, that in the 
Evening the Delirium ceaſed, and ſhe was perfectly in 
her Senſes. That Night, after taking a Doſe of Muſk, 
ſhe ſlept for the firſt Time from Twelve to One, but a- 
waked in great Confuſion and Pain: At Five in the 
Morning of the 2oth ſhe fell aſleep again, and ſlept till 
Seven, but awakened in the. ſame Confuſion. At this 
Time the Miliary Eruptions were come very forward, 
appeared: with very ſmall white Heads,' which broke, 
and diſcharged. a Water. From this Time ſhe * =_m 
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fectly free from her Fever, but her Pains continued, 
though leſs violent. She ſlept from Time to Time, 
but as her Steep was very much confuſed and diſturbed, 
the Evening of Tuęſday, June the 21ſt, ſhe took half a 
Dram of Muſk, and twelve Grains of Nitre. That Night 
ſhe ſlept pretty well, and continued to ſleep ever — 
with more Eaſe. From this Time ſhe was pretty free 
from her Fever; but when the firſt Miliary Effloreſcences 
went off, a ſecond Crop appeared, and after that a third, 
but with little or no Inconvenience, for ſhe was able 
to ſit up the greateſt Part of the Day, and ſoon recover- 
ed; except that for ſome Time ſhe was affected with 
Pains in the Arms and Legs, returning upon any con- 
ſiderable Alteration of the Weather. 
REMARKS. | 

The young Woman, who is the Subject of this Hiſtory, 
two Days before her Journey, had heated herſelf exceſ- 
fively by ironing Linen, and had been ſoimprudent as to 
go into a damp Cellar, and drink Small-beer, whilſt in 
a violent Sweat; and the Day on which ſhe travelled 
was exceſſively hot and ſultry. Theſe Circumſtances, 
added to the prepoſterous Treatment of her Diſorder 
whilſt abroad, excited an Inflammation to the higheſt De- 
gree imaginable; inſomuch that the Heat of her Diſtem- 
per, which was exceſſive, performed the Office of heating 
Medicines and Cordials, and exeited Miliary Bruptions. 
But the Judicious will obſerve, that little Regard was 
paid to theſe Appearances, and that nothing was at- 
tempted with a View of promoting them. Inſtead. of 
that, all the Evacuations, the Medicines, and Regimen, 
tended to cool, to check the Violence of the Inflamma- 
tion, to remove the Fever, or at leaſt to keep 1t within 
due Bounds. The Succeſs anſwered my Expectations. 

It often happens, that Perſons of both Sexes, upon 
taking a violent Cold, are ſeized with an utter Loſs of 
Appetite, Deje&ion of Spirits, violent Coughs, Pains in 
the Breaſt, and ſometimes in the Arms and Legs, and all 
thoſe Symptoms which uſually accompany a Conſump- 
tion, I give, therefore, the following Caſes, as Speci- 
mens of what may be expected in ſuch Diſorders from 
the Uſe of the Powder.

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The Caſe of Mr. Thomas Carter, at the Sun and Ap- 


| R. Carter was, on May 3, 1748, about Twoo'Clock 


which laſted about three Hours. He was put to Bed, and 
when the Shivering ceaſed, he became exceſſively hot

*but very little Sleep, and was generally delirious, with 
very few and ſhort Intervals. In this State he continued

very weak Condition; the Dilirium having ceaſed for a 
few Days.

was told, by one concerned in Phyſic, that he would

him tor the firſt Time, and found him too weak to walk 


he had ſcarcely ſlept a Moment for many Nights; and 


with Pus. His Pulſe was ſcarcely perceivable : His 
Tongue dry and white: He was exceſſively thirſty, and 
very deaf: His Urine was very red, crude, and {mall in 
Quantity ; and his Legs very much ſwelled. 'This Eve- 
ning I directed an Emulſion of Sperma-Ceti, with Opo- 
baliam and a little Rhubarb to procure a Stool, 

Juby the 2d, I made him a ſecond Viſit, and found 


him much in the ſame Condition as the Day before, 


of his Lungs depended on his Fever, I gave him that 
Night 
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Night twelve Grains of the Fever Powder. At this Time 
he complained very much, as he had done ſome Time, of 
a Pain and great Soreneſs at the lower Part of his Breaſt 
on the Right Side, Fuly 3, in the Morning, I thought 
him ſomewhat better, for his Urine depoſited a copious 
white Sediment, was more in Quantity, and he was much 
leſs feveriſh and thirſty, and better in Spirits, having got 
a little Sleep: This Night he took fifteen Grains more 
of the ſame Medicine. July 4, his Thirſt was very much 
abated, his Tongue moiſt and red, his Urine in large 
Quantity, and he had ſlept ſome Hours the preceding 
Night; ſo that I thought him upon the Whole much 
better. This Night a Doſe of fifteen Grains of the 
Powder was repeated, 

July v, he had flept a good deal; his Cough, Spitting, 
Thirſt, and Deafneſs were much better. This Night he 


took fifteen Grains more. 


 Fuly 6 and 7, he continued mending, and took each 
Night fifteen Grains of the Powder, which till this Time 
had no ſenſible Operation. But, 20 

July 8, he took another Doſe of fifteen Grains, and 
was reſtleſs and uneafy till TWO o' Clock, when he vo- 
mited twice plentifully, ſo as to fill a Chamber-pot half 
full of yellow frothy Phlegm ; and immediately after he 
fell aſleep, and continued fleeping till near Eight, with- 
out once coughing or ſpitting. 

July 9, I found him ſurpriſingly better, every bad 
Symptom being much abated. This Night a Doſe of 
fifteen Grains was repeated: About two in the Morn- 
ing he vomited plentifully, then ſlept till Eight, as the 
preceding Night. 5 

July 10, I found him fo much recovered, that I judged 
him out of Danger. From this Time his Cough was ſo 


little troubleſome, that he could ſleep eight or nine Hours 


without being once diſturbed. He ſpit but little, and 
that of a good Colour and Conſiſtence. The ſwelling of 
his Legs gradually abated; his Appetite returned, ſo as 
to be craving, and he grew plump and ſtrong, ſo as to 
walk in Somer/et Gardens and the Park, almoſt every Day. 
From this Time he took the Powder only once in two

Since that Time he has been perfectly well: Butleſt I 

ſhould aſcribe too much to the Powder, I muſt remark, . 


that from the Time I was firſt conſulted, I confined him

and all Sorts of fermented Liquors, His Food conſiſted 
principally of Broths, Milk, the raw White of an Egg 
beat up with Sugar, and other Things of the ſame Kinds 
he had the Liberty of drinking plentifully of the Juices 
of baked Cherries and Currants, the Fruits then in Seaſon.

R. Giles Alſop was, about the Middle of March, 
1749, ſeized with a flow Fever, attended with 
great Lowneſs of Spirits and Dejection, a Cough and 
conſiderable Spitting, an utter Loſs of Appetite, Want 
of Sleep p, and Thirſt, inſomuch that he was thought to 
be in a Conſumption. In this Situation he loſt ſome 
Blood, and took every Night ten Grains of the Fever 
Powder, which only made him ſweat very gently. He 
found himſelf much better immediately, and in a Fort- 
night was perfectly reſtored to his Health. 


The Caſe of Mr. Benjamin Pinchis. 
R. Benjamin Pinchis, Coachman to a noble Earl, 
was, about the 2oth of December, 1748, ſeized 
with Pains in his Back, Sides, and Limbs, attended with 
a feveriſh Indiſpoſition, and an abſolute Want of Reſt, 
together with perpetual Tremblings. On JF 2 bby, 
Fan. 4, 1748-9, he took half a Doſe of the Powder, 
which gave him one Stool, and made him ſweat pro- 
fuſely. At One in the Morning he took another, which 
made him vomit once, procured three Stools, and made 
him ſweat till Nine on Thur/day Morning: By the Eye- 
ning of which Day he was perfectly well, „ 


The Caſe of Mrs. Kidneyp. 
RS. Clark, now Mrs. Kidney, Wife to Mr. | Kideey, 
of Gold/miths-Hall, had been for upwards of two 
Years 
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Years afflicted with a Fever on her Spirits and Nerves, 


as it was called, which reduced her fo very low, that ſhe 


was unable to ſee any Company, and was ready to fink 
down at the leaſt Noiſe; every Object ſeemed diſtorted 
and frightful, and fo great Watchfulnefs attended the 
: Diſorder, that ſhe has been often ſix or eight Nights ſuc- 
ceſſivèly without Sleep, though One Hundred ard Twen- 
ty Drops of Liquid Laudanum were given her at a Time 
to procure it. Her Friends tried all Means for her Re- 
lief that were adviſed, but without Effect, and ſne was 
ſuppoſed paſt all Hopes of Recovery. She was perſuad- 


ed to take ſeven Grains of the Fever Powder, which 
made her a little ſick, then occaſioned a gentle Sweat, 


and after that purged her twice; when the Operation 


was over, ſhe found herſelf infinitely better. However, 


| purſuant to the Directions, ſhe took ſeven Grains more 
of the ſame Powder, Kg had nearly the ſame Effect 


as the former; and in three or four Days the Peri;

Thus much was ſent me by the Lady in Queſtion, be- 


fore I had ſeen her: But upon examining into the Par- 
ticulars of the Caſe, I found ſomething very remarkable 
attending it. She had been bit by a mad Dog about two 
| Years before, and had never been perfectly well after- 
' wards, But the next Year, nearly at the ſame Seaſon in 
which ſhe had received the Wound, all the Symptoms 
' above-mentioned appeared with great Violence. What 
Meaſures were taken I cannot learn, but in ſome Weeks 


ſhe became much better. The ſecond Year, at the ſame 


Seaſon, her Diſorders were again exaſperated as before; 


and it was then ſhe took the Fever Powder, with the

The Ca'es of many People occur in medicinal Writers, 


who, after receiving a Bite from a mad Dog, have been 
* ſeized periodically with moſt of thoſe Symptoms which 


precede and accompany the Hydrophobia. Hildanus gives 
an Inſtance of this Kind in a Letter from Raſcius.

- Lady who is the Subject of his Obſervation, as I remem- 


ber, had Returns of her Diſorder every ſeven Vears at firſt, 


and afterwards more frequently. We read of ſomething

N Feane/day the 4th of December, 1748, ſhe wa 

ſeized with a violent Fever and ſore Throat, which 


continued to grow worſe, without any Intermiſſion, till 
Sunday the 8th, when ſhe was blooded, and a Bliſter was 


laid to her Back; the Fever ſtill heightened, and ſhe grew 


delirious: On Monday Morning ſhe was ſeized with con- 
vulſive Twitches, the Fever was burning hot, and her 
Specch altered, ſo as at Times not to be underſtood, At 
Ten that Morning Mr. Axthony Freling, a Servant of Lord 
Godolphin's, gave her fifteen Grains of the Fever Powder, 
In half an Hour after ſhe was in a profuſe Sweat, which 
continued above an Hour. She had one {mall Puke, and 
in the Afternoon two Stools. At Night the Fever abated, 
and ſhe got ſome Sleep ; (of which ſhe had not had a

Received yours, but the Hurry of Buſineſs J am en-

indeed, I am ſtill afraid, that for want of Attendance on- 
the ſeveral ſick Perſons, and Knowledge in the Phyfical: 
Way, ſeveral Symptoms have eſcaped my Notice.. 
Ihe Fever that raged here from the Beginning of. 
March to the latter End of May, 1748, was generally fa- 
tal; not above one in ten got over it. Their firſt Com- 
plaint was a Chillineſs and Pain in all their * 
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ſon ſettled in the Throat, Breaſt, or Side, but generally 
In the latter; and in a few Hours after they were taken, 
they were ſo diſpirited and extremely ill, that one would 


have thought them Ty expiring ; and indeed a great 


many did at the End of three Days, and the Generality 
at the End of five Days, I obſerved that when this Fe- 
ver was moſt fatal it was attended with a Purging. 
The Reafon why no more of your Powders were taken 
in this, the Fever had made great Progreſs before th 
came here; and after I had received them, it required ſome 
Time and Difficulty to perſuade the Country People to 
take them, who by their natural Diſlike to Medicine, and 
the Prejudice they entertained of the Powders being Mer- 
cury, or ſomething of a poiſonous Nature, they choſe ra- 
ther to die than to lay violent Hands on themſelves.

and a Pain in his Side; after he had been blooded four 
or five Times without Relief, I ſent him a Doſe of your 
Powder, which ſweated him very much, and in five or 
ſix Hours after he had taken it, he found himſelf quite 
eaſy, and the Fever perfectly gone, and has remained 
well to this Day. | | | 

William Jaac, of Morden, was taken about the ſame 
Time with the like Complaints; after he had been twice 
blooded I gave him a Doſe of your Powder, which 
ſweated him very much, and in a few Hours his Fever

A Copy of a Letter publiſhed in the News-Papers 
by the Rev. tr, John Neville Birch. 


. Penn, in Puckiaghamſhire, June 8, 1750. 
HE Peruſal of ſome Caſes in the Papers relating to 
the extraordinary Cares performed by Dr. James's 
Powders on two Gentlemen who attended the fatal Sef-

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being very ill, Dr. Addington of Reading was ſent for ; 
and about four or five Days after Dr. Hayes of Windſor 
was called in, I mention the Names of theſe Gentlemen, 
becauſe their high Reputations in their Profeſſion will 
remove all Manner of Suſpicion that any thing was neg- 
lected which could contribute to my Recovery. During 
this Week I was bled twice more in the Arm, twice in 
the Temporal Artery, was cupped ſeveral Times, once 
bled with Leeches, had two more Bliſters applied to 
the Arms, two to the Legs, one to the Head, and two 
Plaiſters to the Feet. On Sunday, April 22, I was ſo ex- 
tremely ill, that the Perſon who attended me went down 
Stairs to Sir Newille Hickman, and told him I was dead, 
but upon my diſcovering ſome Signs of Life, Sir Neville 
made them endeavour to force down a Doſe of Dr. James's 
Fever Powder, of which I ſwallowed about a third or 
fourth Part.

Hire, of a thin Habit of Body, aged about 'I'wenty, 
was taken Auguſt 22, 1755, with a Shivering, which was 
ſoon ſucceeded by a violent Fever, the Symptoms of which 
were inteaſe Heat, exceſſive Thirſt, diſcoloured Tongue. 
Watchfulneſs, and Deliriums. She languiſhed in this 
Manner till Auguſt 30, when ſhe loſt, very imprudently. 
eight or ten Ounces of Blood. After this her Strength 
and Spirits greatly failed her, Augu/t 31ſt, her Pulſe was 
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icarce perceptible and intermitting, the Extremities cold, 
and ſhe was thought to be dying. In theſe Cireumſtances 
ſhe took 20 Grains of Dr. James's Powder. The Opera- 
tion, in other Reſpects gentle enough, terminated in a 
profuſe Sweat.

R Officers, as well as the Ship's Company, have 
had repeated Illneſſes. Intermitting Fevers are 
very frequent here, and the Factory Gentlemen, as well 
as the Seamen, are liable to it. They are ſeldom two 
Months without taking the Bark, and very often take it 
one Month, and have Return the next. It ſeizes us 
either at the Full or Change of the Moon, May and Ne- 
ember are reckoned the moſt unhealthy Months, though 
1 cannot ſay there are any healthy ones; for Guinea 
and INadagaſcar, bad as they are, are healthy in Com- 
pariſon of this Place. June, July, Auguſt, and Septem- 
ter, are called the Heats, and indeed they are intolerable; 
we are gaſping for Breath in the Day-Time, and at Ni 
obliged to lie on the Terrace on the Top of the Fac- 
tory, Were we to lie in our Appartments we ſhould not 
be able to breathe. I was ſeized with a Fever the Be- 
ginning of February : In April, finding no Relief by any 
thing that I took, and being reduced to a very weak 
State, I went, for Change of Air, to A xe, a Country 
Seat, about nine or ten Miles Diſtance, belonging to the 
Honourable Company. The Captain was fo obliging as 
to bear me Company, We ſaid there a Fortnight; but 
WA finding 
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finding no Benefit, and that the Fever terminated in a 
ſlow one, I reſolved to try Dr. James Powder, ſold at 
Mr. Nexwbery's in St. Pauls-Church-Yard, London.

On Saturday the 
iſt of Fanuary, 1757, abouttrve. o'Clock in the After- 
noon, the Meaſles appeared. On Saturday the 2d, they 
appeared full on his Face and Body. On Monday the 3d, 
they began to decline, and a Hoarſeneſs, Cough, and a 
Yever came on. On Tue/day the 4th in the Morning, 
they had quite diſappeared, without leaving the leaſt 
Redneſs, and the bad Symptoms increaſed, He was 
then bled to five Ounces, the Blood ſhewing no Signs of

I propoſed, was I to give the Hiſtory of every Caſe 1 
could recollect, much more was I to particulariſe every 
one I have treated. Among the laſt, it is impoſſible that 
many ſhould not be forgot, as I was'not careful enough 
to keep a regular Journal from the Beginning; for I did 
not for a long Time ſuſpe& that this Medicine would ever 
become of ſo great Conſequence as I have fince had Rea- 
ſon to apprehend, This Circumſtance alſo prevents me 
from being able to determine preciſely the Number of 
Patients that have taken it; but I can ſafely affirm, that 
they amount to more than I dare inſinuate, for fear of 
being ſuſpected of Exaggeration.

= mera, or Fever which terminates ſpontaneouſly in a ſingle 
þ Day, agree, with Reſpect to the Quickneſs of the Pulſe, 
þ the Conſequenceofan accelerated Circulation of the Blood, 
This, or its immediate Cauſe, whatever that be, ſhould ſeem 
= to be the very Eſſence of a Fever; and whatever is capable 
' 8 of removing the latter, without any ill Conſequences, ab- 
ſolutely puts a Stop to the firſt, and prevents all the Symp- 
| toms derivable from that Source, or in other Words, cures 
: the Fever. But from reaſoning upon phyſical Subjects, 
5 an Appeal lies to Experience in the dernier Reſſort, and 
this has decided in Favour of my Argument, For no Sort 


of Epidemic Fever has appeared in our Climate for the 
laſt ten Years, in which this Medicine has not been ef- 
fectual almoſt as often as it has been uſed. The World 
always aſſumes a Right of cenſuring or condemning the 
Conduct of Individuals, generally without being acquaint- 
ed with the Motives 3 and often capriciouſſy: I 
have, therefore, the leſs Reaſon to be offended, that the 
Rectitude of mine ſhould be called in Queſtion.

=” As to the firſt, I might plead 1 in Excuſe, the Example 
of almoſt all the eminent Phyſicians among the —— 

who have had their Noſtrums, and whoſe Secrets after 

their Deaths have been the Subjects of a thouſand Vo- 

lames. Stahl and Hoffman, both Profeſſors of Phyſic at 

Hall, and both Jan ly celebrated for their medicinal Abili- 

ties, without Scruple confined many Medicines to tl eir 

own private Practice, and died without diſcovering them 


to the wcrld. Nor has this been awlays eſicemed a Re- 
preach 
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proach to the Phyficians of our own Country; for many 
now alive have their Secrets, and the late Dr. Burton had 
a Hundred. But as Precedents, provided they are bad, 
are not of ſufficient Authority to juſtify Imitation, I muſt 
confeſs I ſhould have had very little Regard to theſe, it 
better Reaſons had not determined me to a& as I have 
done, and in a Manner directly contrary to my original 
Intentions, and my . preſent Inclinations. I am firmly 
of Opinion, that real Policy is never inconſiſtent with 
Truth, however the Word may have been miſuſed to ſig- 
nify the Art of deceiving with Dexterity. I ſhall, there- 
fore, wave whatever Artifices I might employ by way of 
Palliation or Diſguiſe, and repreſent the real Motives of 
my Conduct without Reſerve, and with that Sincerity which 
1 fatter myſelf will ſtand the 'Teſt of the ſtricteſt Scrutiny. 
Every one may readily imagine, that I would be very 
cautious of divulging a Medicine of ſuch vaſt Importance, 
till I had brought it to a certain Degree of Perfection, 
and made myſelf ſure of its real Eſſicacy, by a ſufficient 
Number of Caſes; becauſe if it failed of Succeſs, it would 
ſubject me to infinite Reproach. This was not to be done 
ſo expeditiouſly as I could have wiſhed, and it required 
much Time and more Trouble to procure me the Satisfac- 
tion I deſired. Mean Time I was ignorant enough to ex- 
pect, that every one concerned in any Branch of Phyſic 
would lend me their Aſſiſtance, and applaud my Intentions; 
not conſidering that Self-Love would bias the Mercena- 
ry and Diſingenuous to the Side of Intereſt; and that a 
Miliary or a Nervous Fever, of twenty Days Continu- 
ance, was attended with greater Emoluments, than one 
terminated in two or three.

ſhip, pointed a Dagger to my Breaſt. When, therefore, 
I confidered what Influence the Intereſt and Inclinations 
of the Multitude, or both, might have to my Prejudice, L 
judged it imprudent to put it in the Power of any one to 
diſguiſe, miſrepreſent, deny, or forge Facts: All which 
might have happened, if I had diſcovered the Secret, and 
ſuſtered the Medicine to be publicly uſed ;- and thus a 
Remedy of ſuch great Conſequence might have been 
denied a fair Trial, and abſclutely loſt to the World 
AIM An! 
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And this was a principal Motive to my concealing it, till 
a proper Opportunity offered of making it public to 
greater Advantage. Though I muſt confeſs that ſome 
other Confiderations were not without their Weight; for 
when I found myfelf confiderable enough to have a Com- 
bination formed againſt me, I thought it Time to con- 
ſult my own Intereſt, and have ſome Regard to my private 
Fortune. Upon this Oecaſion I cannot forbear complain- 
ing of the Conduct of ſome Apothecaries, whoſe Names 
1 ſhall take the Liberty of mentioning upon a future 
Occaſion. I ſay ſome, becauſe I would not include 
all under one common Cenſure; for I am acquainted 
with many whoſe Probity, I am certain, would be a ſut- 
ficient Security againſt a mean, mercenary, or knaviſh 
Action. But I am abundantly ſenſible there are others 
of an oppoſite: Character; and it ſeems I have had the 
unmerited Honour of falling under the Diſpleaſure of ſome 
of theſe, many of whom I have never either ſcen or 
converſed with. But ſuch I can readily forgive, becauſe 
1 am ſenſible their IH-Will cannot proceed from Malice 
to me, ſo much as from Love to themixlves. And 1 
flatter myſelf, that the reaſonable Part of Mankind will 
as eaſily pardon me, if, in the Diſcharge of my Duty, I 
have accidentally difobliged ſome of the moſt flagitious 
of the Profeſſion, whoſe Friendſhip I ſhould eſteem as the 
higheſt Reproach. A/ceulapinus, we are told, was ſtruck 
with Thunder by Jupiter, on a'Repreſentation from Pla- 
to, that he not only hindered People from dying, but alſo 
raiſed them from the Dead. Was the ſame Aſcu apius 
reſtored to the World, with all his medical Abilities, 
and inveſted with all the Power of his Father Apollo, no 
doubt ſome would be found among the Apothecnries, the 
modern Plutos in Phyfic, who would even wreſt the Thun- 
der out of the Hands of Jupiter, to blaſt the Man who 
durſt attempt to act in Oppoſition to their Intereſts. 
With Reſpect to the ſecond Charge againſt me, I am 
informed, that the Power of granting Patents is a Prero- 
gative of the Crown, and that many Acts of Parliament 
have been made to reſtrain and regulate them. Hence 
it is plain, that the Legiſlature did not confider theſe as 
Encouragements to Frauds and Abuſe, but rather as In- 
citements to Induſtry, and Rewards to thoſe who diſcover 
any thing for the public Emolument. If, therefore, Quacks

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by falſe Pretences, ſo far as to procure a Sanction to their

However, in order to remove all Grounds of Cavil, 
which may ariſe from Prejudice, Miſtakes, or Malice, I 
ſnall for the future be leſs Tenacious of the Secret, as the 
Reaſons for my Caution in ſome Meaſure ceaſe to ſubſiſt.

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© T have too frequently been a melancholy Obſerver of 
the bygone” 7; Servants of the lower Claſs, and of both 


Sexes, arg Featced to, who in Confequence of an acute 
Diforder are unmercifully abani{@ned by their Maſters, 
and turned out to ſhift for themſelves. ' They are happy 
if they can procure a dirty, cold Garret, with ſuitable 
Neceſſaries and Attendance. And if, after being de- 
prived of all the ready Caſh their preceding Induſtry has 
furaithed them with, and pawning their little Stock of 
Cloaths, their laſt Reſyurce, they can eſcape with Life 
and Regs, ſcarcely any thing remains for the Women 
but the Brothels, and for the Men but the Highway ; 
and in Confirmation of this, I dare ſay the Turnkeys of 
Near gate, and the Panders about Town, can give Variety 
of Inſtances. For my own Part I ſhall indulge myſelf 
in a Pleaſure much ſuperior to that ariſing from Vanity, 
if I am inftrumental in averting ſuch Diſtreſs from theſe 
n-iferable-Objets of Compaſſion ; whilſt I have nobody 
to cenſure or blame me, unleſs the Bawds, the Hangman, 
and perhaps ſome'mercenary Venders of Medicines. 
Private Families, alſo, frequently afford no leſs deplo- 
- rable Scenes than thoſe I have juſt repreſented ; for 
where the daily Subſiſtance of one depends upon the La- 
bour and Induftry of the Maſter, an Interruption of but 
a few Weeks by an acute Diſtemper, and the conſequent 
Expences, make a prodigious Chaſm in his Finances, 
often to his utter Deſtruction: Inſomuch that, if he ſur- 
vives, it is not unuſual for him to be dragged to the Mar- 
ſhalſea, or the Compter, before he is well able to reſume 
his Employment. To Misfortunes of this Kind, the lower 
Claſs of Tradeſmen, Manufacturers, and labouring Peo- 
ple are particularly liable. And it will give me no {mall 
Satisfaction, if I ſhould contribute to prevent theſe Cala- 
mities by pointing out to them a Method of retrieving 
their Health in a few Days, and at a trifling Expence. 
In the Country Villages many labouring People, diſ- 
abled by Sickneſs from their daily Employment, languiſh 
and periſh by Fevers without any Manner of Aſſiſtance, 
whilſt their Neighbours, who are bleſſed with Leiſure, 
Affluence and Dignity, would not think it any Diminution 
of their Characters to attend to the Neceſſities of the In- 
digent, and alleviate the Miſeries of the Diſeaſed. And

the wretched and afflifted. "Thoſe, therefore, of ſuch 
| Diſpoſition, will be enabled by the Diftribution of this

the Thoughtleſs, and the Cruel, can form no Idea. 
Thoſe who make Voyages by Sea, and thoſe who tra- 
vel by Land, either on Account of Commerce, War, or 
any other Buſineſs, will find their particular Accounts in 
being provided with this Medicine, as it will be ſome Se- 
curity for their Lives, under thoſe unavoidable Accidents 


which daily happen, in warm Climates eſpecially, where 


proper Aſſiſtan ce is not always to be procured. And I 
hope I may, without Arrogance, eſteem myſelf a Benefac- 
tor to Society, if I am an Inſtrument of preſerving many 
in the Army and Navy, for the Services of their King 
and Country, of which they would otherwiſe be deprived. 
Caſes often occur in Practice, where, on Account of 
particular Circumſtances, it is hazardous to attempt thoſe 
Evacuations, and other Means of Relief, which would 
otherwiſe be proper and neceſſary; as in the acute Diſ- 
tempers of Women with Child, in Childbed, or in other 
Situations equally perplexing.

Fevers in Children are excited by various Cauſes, all of 
which, Teeth for Example, it is not poſſible to remove 
immediately by Medicine; but whatever be the Source, 
the Effects may be always moderated, or abſolutely taken 
away, by proper Doſes of the Powder, prudently re- 
peated. Three cr four Grains may be given with Safety 
to a very young Child; and the ſecond Doſe ſhould be 
augmented, if the firſt has no ſenſible Operation; and the

It now remains that I give ſome Account of the Effica-

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| Of RS MIALL-POX. 


AVING frequently been aſked what Effect this 
Medicine has in the Small-Pox, I ſhall take this 
Opportunity of delivering my Sentiments, and relate ho- 
neſtly what Experience has taught me, Firſt, then, as. the 
Danger of the Small-Pox is always, cæleris paribus, in 
Proportion to the Heat, Fever, and Inflammation preced- 
Ing the Eruption, I ſhould be inclined to believe, that the 
Services to be expected from this Medicine, in leſſening 
the Danger of the ſubſequent Diſtemper, would be exact- 
ly proportional to the Effect it had in diminiſhing that 
Heat, Fever, and Inflammation. The very little Expe- 
1ience I have had of this Powder in the Small-Pox, will 
not permit me to determine its Efficacy therein. But 
ſ.m2 pretty extraordinary Caſes have occured, wherein 
it has been exhibited, without any View to the laſt-men- 
tioned Diſtemper, and where it has ſucceeded beyond 
my warmeſt Expectations. JETT | 
About four or five Years ago, I attended a Servant 
of an eminent Apothecary in Town, who was thought to 
be dangerouſly ill of a Fever. He took either two or three 
Doſes of the Powder; after the laſt Doſe he ſlept for ſix 
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or ſeven Hours, and when he awoke the Small-Pox ap- 
peared on his Face, and all over him, in a very particu. 
lar Manner, for the Puſtules were as large, and ſeemed 
to be advanced as much, as they uſually are the ſecond 
or third Day after the Eruption. From this Time the 
Diſtemper proceeded with great Lenity, and he had not 
the leaſt Complaint afterwards, except that he was very 
hungry all the Time. 308: | 

Some Time ago one Eleanor Bird, a Woman who 


lives at a Diſtiller's in Ro/e-Srtreet Covent-Garden, ap- 


pli:d to me for ſome Powder for her Son, a Child of 
nine Years old, who, as ſhe ſaid, was very ill of a Fever, 
attended with exceſſive Pains in his Head, and a Deliri- 
um. At Noon he took a very ſmall Doſe of the Powder, 
another at four o'Clock, and a Third at Eight, which 
made him ſweat moderately and fleep. By the next 
Morning the Small-Pox appeared ; he was very full, but 
from this Time was remarkably well, and went through 
the Diſtemper without any Complaint whatever, 

Not long after this a young Fellow, Servant to a 
Perſon of high Rank, was ſuppoſed to be ill cf a Fever, 
upon which he took a full Dole of the Fever Powder, 
It operated pretty much, and in a few Hours the Small- 
Pox appeared. He was pretty ſull, but went through the 
Diſttemper remarkably well, having no Complaint all the 
Time of any Kind. | 

September 24, 1749, about Nine in the Evening, I was 
called to Lemuel Church, a Man of about twenty-five Years 
of Age, at Mr. Carter's, the Sun and Appli-irce, in 1/"bit- 
Hart-Yard, Drury-Lane. I found him exceſſivel y hot, 
reſtleſs, and ſomewhat delirious, and was tuld it was 
thought he had the Small-Pox two Years before. That 
Night he loſt ten Ounces of Blood, and had a Clyſtec. 
About Twelve at Night.he took ten Grains of the — 
der, and at Eight in the Morning ten more, which ex- 
cited a gentle Sweat. At One on Monday he took a 
whole Doſe of twenty Grains, which purged him pretty 
much, after which he ſlept five Hours. On Tasſday Morn- 
ing the Small Pox appeared, and ſeemed pretty much 


| advanced, as I was informed, for I did not fee him the 


ſecond Time till Friday the 29th, and then I found him 
per ſectly eaſy, and without any Sort of Complaint, though 
pretty full, and ina few Days he perfectly recovered. 
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Since the ſecond Edition of this Pamphlet, I have 
been concerned in ſeveral Caſes of the Small-Pox, where 
this Powder has been taken at or about the Eruption with 
fingular good Effect. And others have been related to 
ine of the ſame Kind. Some have taken it in the ſecond 
Fever, when there have been no Hopes of Recovery, and 
it has ſacceeded beyond all Manner of Expectation. --- 
I cannot forbear relating a Caſe told me by a Gentleman 
of the ſtricteſt Honour and Veracity. It is of a Perſon 
thought to be expiring in the laſt Stage of the Small-Pox. 
The three Phy ficians who attended him conſented to, his, 
taking ten Grains of the Powder, He diſcharged, by Vo- 
mit, a large Quantity of Matter ſo fœtid and offenſive, 
that the Apothecary was obliged to leave the Room.

E often meet with Patients affected with an univerſal 
Languor or Dejectedneſs, complaining of an utter 
Loſs of Appetite, and Pains in the Stomach, the Head, or 
the Limbs at Intervals, whilit their "OMA 15 2 
pale, and at others depoſits a Sediment. And every one's 
Commerce with the World muſt furniſh them with num- 
berleſs Inſtances of unhappy People of both Sexes, who 
are for Months, and ſometimes for many Years, miſera- 
ble with reſpect both to themſelves and their Friends; 
and fo exceſſively low-ſpirited and dejected, as to appre- 
hend the near Approach of every Thing tremendous and 
dreadful. In theſe, a Rap at the Door, or a Fall of any 
common Utenſil in the Room, will ſometimes appear not 
lets terrible than a Clap of Thunder the Sho a up” an 
Earthquake, or the Exploſion of a Volcano. A falſe 
Philolophy anciently diſtinguiſhed theſe Sorts of Diſorders 
by the Name of Hypochondriaciſm in Men, and Hyſte- 
rics in Women. Some of the more refined Moderns have, 
from a worſe Motive than Error, I mean Craft and Diſ- 
| ny: diſtinguiſhed the Diſtempers I am now ſpeak- 
ing of, by the Name of Nerwous, to the eternal Diſho- 
nour of Payſic. Though, I believe, others have run 
into the modiſh Cry-out of no worſe a Motive than 
Folly, or, perhaps, Inattention, and a Habit of taking 
Things upon Credit, as a more eaſy Way of being ſatiſ⸗ 
fied, than the tedious Method of Examination and Ex- 
3 — . perience. 
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perience. Theſe Diſorders, J aſſert, are generally ſſow 
Fevers, proceeding from very evident Cauſes, and man- 
feſting themſelves by very obvious Signs. And J as con- 
fidently aſſert, that the Fever Powder is as efficacious a 
Medicine in their Cure, as the Bark is in Intermittents. 
But then it muſt not be taken ſo oſten, nor in ſo large 
Doſes, as in acute continual Fevers. Ihe Method in ge- 
neral is, to take about a third or half a Paper at Night, 
and to repeat it every Night, or Night and Morning. But 
the Management due to particular Cafes and Circumſtan- 
ces, cannot be determined without a Knowledge of them. 

Of the YELLOW FEVER, Oc. 

Have juſt received an agreeable and very material Ac- 
count of the Efficacy of the Powder in the Telloau 
Fever, a Diſtemper much dreaded in the Veſt-Indies, and 
generally fatal. Having learned that this Diſorder made 
reat Ravages in Carolina once a Year, I contrived to have 
a ſufficient Quantity of the Powder ſent to that Colony. 
And I hear by a Gentleman of Honour, lately arrived 
from thence, that of a great Number, both Vhites and

The Yullow Fewer is a Diſtemper which frequently de- 
ſtroys the Patient in a few Hours, or at moſt a very few 
Days. I judged, therefore, that a Medicine, which is fo 
owerful and fo immediately efficacious, would promiſe 
the faireſt to perform a Cure. And I have the Satis faction 

to find, that my Conjectures were not ill founded. 

The Value of the Veſt-India Eſtate ſhould ſeem to de- 
pend principally on the Preſervation of the Negroes; becauſe 
Land uncultivated ſo near the Line, and at ſuch a Diſ- 
tance from London, would be of no great Account. I 
therefore judged, that if my Powder proved as effectual 
in the Cure of acute Diſtempers in the Ve-Indies as in 
England, it would contribute to the Enrichment of that 
very valuable Part of the Britiſb Dominions.

The Yellow Fewer is a Deſtemper well known to make 
great Havock in our Southern American Colonies, when- 
ever they have the Misfortune to be viſited with it. As the 
Practitioners in that Part of the World have never, that I 
know of, obliged us with an accurate Hiſtory of this Diſ- 
#mper, drawn from the Appearances attending it, and 
the State of the internal Parts after Death, I cannot 
judge accurately concerning its immediate Cauſes, farther 
than that it is a very violent Inflammation, principally, 
perhaps, of the Liver. Butl know from repeated Advices 
by Letters from the We/t-Indies, and by the Relation of 
thoſe who have been Witneſſes of its Efficacy in all the 
Southern Colonies, that my Powder effectually cures this 
terrible Diſorders if taken in Time. And the Truth of 
this Aﬀertion will not, I believe, be doubted by thoſe 
who know that it has for a confiderable Time been uſed 
on board his Majeſty's Ships of War in the Weft- Indies, 
and with great Succeſs, in the Diſorders mentioned above.

Of the RHEUMATISM. 

HE Rheumatiſm is a Diſorder always very trouble- 
ſome, and often very obſtinate. I knew nothin 
of the Efficacy of the Powder in this Diſtemper, till I was 
informed by a-Phyſician remarkable for his Candour and: 
Integrity, as well as Skill in his Profeflion, that he had 
tried it in a large Hoſpital which he attends, in a great 
Number of Inſtances, with Succeſs. This encouraged me 
to give it alſo, and my Expectations were not diſappoint- 
ed, for I found it more effectuab than any Thing Ihad ever 
experienced. The Method of uſing it in general is, to 
take a third or half a Paper every eight Hours, ſo as to 
raiſe a Sweat. Bleeding ſhould not be neglected, and the 
Patient ſhou}d by no Means be ſuffered to remain coſtive. 
I hope that by any Thing I have faid in the preceding 
Sheets, it will not be under ſtood, that I recommend my

incurable, under certain Circumſtances; and as theſe Cir- 
cumſtances, and theſe Diſtempers muſt often occur, no 


Medicine can be expected to work abſolute Miracles. All 


1 contend for is, that the Method of curing Fevers recom- 
mended in this Treatiſe will cure ten to one more Pati- 
ents, ceteris pas ibus, labouring under Fevers, than any 
ever yet practiſed, and that with more Eaſe and Safety. 
It gives me greatPleaſure to receive repeated Accounts 
from the Country, of People; and fome amongſt them 
of Condition, in the moſt imminent Danger, iecovered 
by the Uſe of the Powder, who in all Probability would 
have been loſt to the Public, if I had taken any other Me- 
thod of propagating the Reputation and Uſe of this Me- 
dicine. For their Diſtance from London would have pre- 
vented their knowing of it, or procuring it, if they had 
been acquainted with its Efficacy.

F the Patient is of a ſtrong Conſtitution, young, and fall | 
of Blood, it 1s prudent to take away ten or twelve 

Hanes though this is not always abſolutely neceſſary, 

except in the Beginning of a Fever; for at the latter End 

of a Fever, when the Patient is very weak and exhauſted, 

Bleeding may be prejudicial. If the Patient is coſtive, 

give a Clyſter, either of Milk and brown Sugar, or of 

warm Water, with a large Spoonful of Salt; or a Stool 
may be procured by 2 Drams or more of Lenitive Elec- 
Ttuary, half, or three Quarters of an Ounceof purging Salts, 
or from 10 to 20 Grains of Rhubarb. But it is not meant 
here that the Patient ſnould be purged much, but only 
that Coſtiveneſs ſhould be prevented. This Part of the 

Directions ought equally to be regarded in the 'Treat- 

ment of every acute Diſtemper, when any Kind of Eva- 

euations are intended to be procured, not only by the 

Powder, but by any other Medicine whatever, "T he 

reateſt of the modern practical Authors aſſert, that a 
Neglect of Bleeding before a Vomit, or a Purge, has 

| ſent great Numbers to the Grave. This Caution is of 
the more Importance, when either this Medicine, or 
any other 1s taken, becauſe many Apothecaries, and 
lower Practitioners in Phyſic, frequently Vomit or Purge, 
or both, without previous Bleeding; alledging for a Rea- 
ſon, that the Pulte 1s very low. But in this State the 

Lowneſs of the Pulſe is a Reaſon for Bleeding, not again ft 

it, for Reaſons very obvious to Phyſicians who under- 
ſtand their Buſineſs, but too long for this Place. 

There are two Papers of Powder ſealed up in each Parcel. 

Let the Patient, take in Bed, half, or a third, of one 

of theſe Papers, mixed in a Spoonful of Panada, any Sy- 

rup, Jelly of Currants, Barley Water, Gruel, or any Sort 
of Tea, taking Care that none of the Powder is left in 
the Spoon : Or rather, let it be made into a Bolus with 

; Conſerve of Orange-Peel, or almoſt any other Con- 
ſerve or Jelly. Let the Patient be kept warm durir g 
the Operation, and drink now and then, at Pleaſure, 

- = Baſon of any thin diluting Liquor warm; as Gruel, 

Barley 
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Barley Water, common Milk Whey without Wine, or 
Baum-Tea. If it is attended with any ſenſible Operation, 
as Sickneſs, Purging, or Sweating, it is not neceſſary to 
repeat it till the Operation is entirely over; and then 
another half Paper, or a third, is to be given in the 
ſame Manner as the firſt. By the Time that the Ope- 
ration of the ſecond Doſe is finiſhed, the feveriſh Heat, 
Head-ach, Thirſt, Dryneſs of the Tongue, and Anxi- 
ety generally diſappear, and the Patient ſleeps eaſily.. In 
this Caſe it is not in the leaſt neceſſary to take any thing 
more, for without it the Patient will hourly gather 
Strength and recover, 

But if any Part of the Fever remains; a third Doſe ſhould 
be given, as ſoon as the Operation of the ſecond is over; 
and the ſame Quantity (that is, a third, or half a Paper) 
is to be repeated in the ſame Manner, till the Fever is 

uite cured, 

But if it happens, that the firſt Doſe. has no ſenſible 
Operation, a ſecond ſhould be repeated two Hours aſter 
the firſt 3 and if the ſecond has no ſenſible Operation 
in fix Hours, two thirds, or a whole Paper ſhould be 
given, and repeated every ſix or eight Hours, till it 
operates either by purging, ſweating, or vomiting, or 
the Fever 1s cured ; which often happens without any 
Operation at all. But the beſt general and plain Direction, 
Fs to repeat half a Paper once in ſix Hours ill the Diſor- 
der is removed. LEY | | 

A Child of two or three Years old may take ſomething 
leſs than a e, of one of theſe Papers of Powder; a 
Child of Eig t or Nine, one third, or more if neceſſary; 
and one of Fourteen or Fifteen, the ſame Quanuty as a 
grown Perſon, | 1 

If it purges, all poſſible Care ſhould be taken to avoid 
Cold, and for this Reafon it is neceſſary to uſe a Bed-pan. 
The Diſtemper itſelf requires all theſe Cautions, though 
neither this nor any other Medicine had been taken. 
But they are more to be regarded whan any Medicine 1s 
taken, that is expected to excite a Sweat. And it muſt 
be remarked, that it 15 by no Means intended, that a 
Patient who takes this Medicine ſhould be kept very hot 
by Fires, Bed-cloaths, or any other Means. It is ſufh- 
cient that he is a little more defended from the Air, and 
kept a very little warmer than in a State of Health.

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It ſometimes happens, when little or no putrid Bite 
15 contained in the Stomach, Bowels, c. that tie Pow. 
der, though given in the largeſt Doſes, will have no ſen- 
ſible Operation of any Kind whatever. In theſe Caſes 
half or a whole Paper ſhould be repeated every four or 
fix Hours. But on theſe Occafions it will be proper to 
procure two Stools in twenty-four Hours, either by a 
Clyſter, which is the moſt eaſy Way, or by giving with 
every Doſe of Powder, from five to ten Grains of Rhu- 
barb, omitting it when the Purpoſe is anſwered, and re- 
ſuming it when it again becomes neceſſary. It is not to 
be concluded, that becauſe this Medicine produces no 
Operation, either by Vemiting, Purging, or Sweating, 
that it is in ſuch Caſes cf no Eficacy, much leſs that it 
can be prejudicial by being retained in the Body; for 
there are other Diſcharges by which a Criſis 1s often 
made, and the Diſtemper cured ; as by Urine, and in- 
ſenſible Perſpiration. And there is great Reaſon to be- 
lieve it frequently acts ſo as to extinguiſh a Fever, by 
a ſpecific Quality, diſco-erable only by Experience, and 
which, perhaps, no one 1s yet ſufficiently acquainted 
with. A critical- Diſcharge 1s ſometimes, though very 
ſeldom, brought on by a conſiderable Flux from the ſa- 
livary Glands, eſpecially in Hyſterical Caſes, But tl is 
differs much from that Kind of Salivation excited by 
Mercury, as it cauſes no Soreneſs or Ulcers in the Mouth, 
and does not looſen the Teeth, This happens as fre- 
quently when this Powder 1s not taken at all, as it does 


when it is adminiſtered. And this is particularly men- 


tioned here, in order to obviate a Circumſtance that has 
often been maliciouſly reported to its Piſadvantage, vix. 
that it ſometimes excites a Salivation. But if a Saliva- 
tion has ever been excited upon, or ſoon after the taking 
this Medicine, it muſt have happened in Conſequence of 
taking ſome other Medicine at the ſame Time, which has 
had.Mercury in it, probably given with an Intention to 
diſcredit this Powder. Or, perhaps, ſome ignorant 
Chymiſt, mifunderſtanding the Specification enrolled in 
the High Court of Chancery, or miſled by Self-Suffici- 
ency, inay have made a Powder in Imitation of this, 
which, it is probable, may have excited a Mercurial Sa- 
Iivation, For what will not Avarice and Malice attempt. 
Tut Mr, Newbery aſſerts and aſſures the Public, that 18

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the People in England concerned in the Adminiſtration 
of Medicines, cannot, by any Art whatever, raiſe a Sa- 
{ivation by this Medicine, if genuine, and as it goes from 
his Shop. And that if it has ever happened, it muſt have 
been in Conſequence of ſome Adulteration or Artifice. 
| Fevers are often attended with violent Purgings, and it 
is extremely dangerous to ſtop them precipitately with 
Opiates or Aſtringents. The beſt Method of treating them 
is, to drink very plentifully of Chicken Water, fo as to 
vomit five or ſix Times, which generally checks them; or 
if not let a Clyiter of a Pint of the ſame Chicken Water, 
without any Addition, be given, and repeated every Hour, 
till the Violence of the Purging ceaſes. And then begin 
with the Powder, 


| The Chicken Mater 1s thus made. 


Kill a young lean Chicken, ſtrip off the Skin and Fea- 
thers together, cat it down the Back, and take out the 
Guts without waſhing it; then boil it in ſeven Quarts of 
Water for eight Minutes. * a 

Of this Chicken Water it is very proper to drink a 
ſmall Baſon full at a Time, during the Operation of the 
Powder, and more eſpecially if the Patient be fick. 


In Caſe of Coſtiveneſs, notwithſtanding the Uſe of the 


Powder, a Stool ſhould be procured by a common Clyſ- 
ter, at leaſt once a Day; but Care mutt be taken to admi- 
nifter it at ſuch a Time, and in ſuch a Manner, that the 
Patient may be as little expoſed to take Cold as 15 poſſible, 

The Head in Fevers is often very much affected, and the 
Patient is light-headed, inſenſible, or convulſed: Theſe 
Symptoms the Powder generally removes in a little Time; 
but as they are very troubleſome and dangerous, it would 
be prudent to apply ſtimulating Cataplaſms all over the 
Feet, in Caſe they are not removed by the firſt or ſecond 
Doſe, and let them be renewed every ſix or eight Hours, 
till the Senſes return, and the Head 1s relieved. 


The CATAPLASMS are thus made, 


Take equal Parts of Muſtard-Sced bruiſed, and Horſe- 
radiſh ſcraped, a little old Yeaſt or Barm, and as much 
of the ſharpeſt Vinegar as is ſufficient to make Cataplaſms. 
but at Sea, where Horſe-radiſh and old Yeaſt cannot be 
had, a Cataplaſm may be made with pickled Herrings, 
beat up with Vinegar and freſh Muſtard.

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But it ſometimes happens, that after a Fever is ſub- 
dued, the Patient will be low-ſpirited and dejected, and 
labour under a Kind of Langour for ſome Days. In ſuch 
Caſes I do not think it at all neceſſary to repeat this Me. 
dicine, or give any other whatever, But if the Heat is 
moderate, the Tongue much cleared, the Pulſe regular, 
and not too quick ; if the Urine depoſits an equal Sedi- 
ment, and the Patient begins to fleep, I eſteem nothing 
but a little Care requiſite for his abſolute Recovery; un- 
leſs in Caſe of Coſtiveneſs, when it may be prudent to 
give a Stool or two by half an Ounce of Glauber's Salt, 
or Manna, or any other gentle Cathartic. 


In the SMALL-POX, 


When the Directions for taking the Fever: Powder 
were firſt given to the Public, there had not been Expe- 
rience enough made with it in the Small-Pox and Meaſles, 
to warrant the recommending of it in thoſe Diſtempers. 
But as it has fince been tried in a Multitude of Caſes, 
frequently by Deſign, and ſometimes by Accident, it be- 
comes neceſſary to point out thoſe Uſes. of this Medicine 
in theſe Diſtempers, that Experience bas ſuggeſted. 

When the Small-Pox is recent, that is, before the 
Eruptions appear, or within thirty or forty Hours after 
they are diſcovered, it will be proper to give at leaſt half 
a Paper, or ten Grains of the Powder to a grown Perſon, 
and to repeat that Doſe, or a larger, every four or ſix 
Hours, till it has vomited, purged, or ſweated pretty co- 
piouſly. The Continuance of it muſt be determined by 
the Operation. For when that has been ſufficient, it is 
not adviſable to repeat it farther; becauſe the Diſtemper 
will then proceed regularly through all its Stages, with 


little Trouble or Danger; and the ſecond Fever will be 


in a great Meaſure or totally prevented. But if in any 
Stage of the Diſtemper, the Fever riſes to any conſider- 
able Degree of Violence, ſmall Doſes of the Powder may 
be given to lower it, with great Advantage; as four or 
five Grains, or more, if that does not anſwer the End. 
N. B. The Uſe of this Medicine does not interfere 


with that of Opiates at Night, which in the Small- Pox 


are often neceſſary.

Thoſe Diſorders which were ſome Vears ago denomi- 
nated Hypochondriaciſm in Men, and Hyſterics, or Va- 
pours in Women, have lately moſt ridiculouſly been 
called Nervous. And they have been as prepoſterouſ- 
ly treated with high Cordials and Spirits, which have 
hence acquired the Appellation of Nervous Medicines. 
But theſe can be attended with no better Effect, than 
that of affording a temporary Relief, and rendering 
ſtronger Drams neceſſary, which have the ſame deſtruc-

tive Tendency, whether they are imported from a Gin- 


Shop, or any other. As all theſe Diſorders are excited 
by a latent Fevers in the Habit, they are moſt readily 
cured by the Fever Powder. 

The Method is, to take a Third of a Paper every 
Night going to Bed, or leſs, in Caſe of great Weak- 
a. I it is felt a little, it is ſuſficient; if attended 
with no Operation, the Doſe ſhould be increaſed by 
one or two Grains every Night, till it either produces 
ſome Effect, or cures the Patient without any. But it 
will greatly accelerate the Cure to procure a Stool, once 
or twice a Day, with Lenitive EleQuary, Rhubarb, Salts,

In Chronical Rheumatiims, that is, thoſe of lon: 
ſtanding, the Method dircct.d for the Cure of Nervous 
Diſorders will almoſt always be found effectual; but it 
is generally prudent to lole ſome Blood firſt, though not 
always abſclutely neceſſary. And, in acute Rheuma- 
tiſms, the Method of Ireatment ſhould be exactly the 
ſame as that directed for Fevers : {though it may be of- 
$ ten neceſſary to repeat Bleeding more than once. 
4 Corns and ConsUmPTIONS,
